N W.D.A GATHERS FOR ITS 
THIRTY-EIGHTH CONVEN- 
TION. 


Tne publication of this issue of the 
Reporter will find a host of its readers 
awaiting the call for one of the most 
important events in its calendar of 
trade organizations of th the 
thirty-eighth annual convention of th» 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation at Milwaukee. It may seem 
somewhat of a time-worn platitude to 
give expression to the statement that 
this meeting promises to eclipse all 
records in attendance, interest in pro~- 
ceedings and importance in results. So 
far as the plans of the. officials and 
committees of the association for the 
suecess of the event indicate, these 
realizations, we believe, are most rea~- 
sonably premised. In the first an- 
nouncement concerning the 1912 con- 
vention, the Committee on Arrange- 
ments and Entertainment impressed 
the members with the importance of 
their co-operation in making the meet- 











year, 


ing the most successful one in the jis- 
tory of the organization. No session 
has been held in the Middle West 


since 1900, in Chicago, and the choice 
of Milwaukee was calculated to appeal 
to many for the advantage of acces- 
sibility. The attendance of active mem- 
bers is expected to be especially targe, 
and there is already assured a greater 
increase in the general new member- 
ship at the meeting tnan at any othec 
convention. 

Not alone in numbers has the prog- 
ress of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association been marked by ua 
most gratifying record of steadily in- 


creasing strength, but in the impor- 
tance of its works, the value of its 
service and equipment for the promo- 


tion of trade causes and the splendid 
spirit of harmonious relationship has 
the course of years brougnt its grow-. 
ing measures of power and accom- 
plishment. Many subjects of intimate 
trade significance will be presented for 
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the consideration of the attendants at 
the sessions and the committee reports, 
of which the Reporter has already re- 
ceived copies, bespeak the thorough and 
elucidating manner in which they have 
been prepared. It is in matters of 
legislative import that interest in the 
proceedings is likely to be stimulated 
to its keenest degree. In this field, 
two subjects stand in conspicuous re- 
lief, both of national bearing, the Har- 
bill for the regulation of the 
manufacture and distribution of cer- 
tain habit forming drugs and the Sher- 
ley law amending the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act with regard to the curative 
and therapeutical claims for drugs and 
proprietary preparations. Dr. Hamilton 
Wright, tne United States Opium Com- 
missioner, has promised to attend tho 
meeting and his expected address, fol- 
lowing the report of the Legislation 
Committee with respect to the proposed 
anti-narcotiec enactment, should .rove 
of inestimable value to the discussion 
bearing on the convention's action. On 
this, as well on the proposed cur- 
ing of the defect in the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, as exemplified by tne 
United States Supreme Court decision 
in the Johnson cancer cure case, there 
is little doubt that the association is 
strongly aligned as a supporting fac- 
tor, and its voice in unequivoe::! accord 
of both the Harrison bill and the Sher- 
ley law would proclaim a recognition 
of principles that must redoun@ to the 
credit of the association and foster 
a similar acknowledgment throughout 
the ranks of tne interested trades. 

The Committee on Arrangements and 
Entertainment has overlooked no de- 
tail in its plans for the social and en- 
tertainment features, and there will be 
the opportunity for many of the di- 
versions from the serious side of the 
convention which serve long to hold 
the event in pleasing retrospect. The 
proceedings of the business sessions, 
the reports of the various committees 
and all the material details of the 
meeting will be published with the ac- 
customed completeness in a_ special 
edition of the Reporter early in the 
week following the close of the cen- 
vention.

THE MORE CONFIDENT PO- 
SiTION OF GLYCERINE, 


The glycerine market has displayed 
an unusual degree of buoyancy during 
the last few days, with the result of 
establishing prices at a material ad- 
vance. -It is in the dynamite variety 
that this condition has been particular- 
ly exemplified, as a result of the keen- 
ness of buying interest, about 250 cars 
having been reported sold over a period 
of ten days, covering the balance of 
this year and well into 1913. This ac- 
tivity is regarded as a fair reflection 
of the crude situation abroad, since the 
bulk of the recent dynamite business is 
reported to have been inspired upon the 


rison 


as 


realization that the crude markets 
abroad did not offer as advantageous 
terms for the covering of important 


engagements for manufacturing ac- 
count as were found among holders of 
dynamite glycerine here. Another point 
in favor of the local tranactions was 
the ability to operate in a large way 
for ready delivery. The heavy drain 
upon available stocks of dynamite 
glycerine has left the market in a 
condition in which sellers hold the 
vantage ground, and with the wants 
of the leading consuming interests still 
unsatisfied, they are reported to have 
turned again to foreign sources of 
crude.

tor. The company’s business was lo- 
cated at 507 Main street, Camden, N. J. 


The efforts of the National Candy 
Manufacturers’ Association to secure, 
with the sanction of the courts, the 
right to. selling in Pennsylvania 
candy containing sulphur dioxide was 
ended on October 4, when Judge Martin 
in Quarter Sessions’ Court, of Philadel- 
phia, ordered Christian Pflaum, Jr., a 
candy jobber of that city, to pay a fine 
of sixty dollars. The case had been 
a test of the act of May 13, 1908, which 
provides against the use of “added” 
sulphur dioxide in candy, and the win- 
ning of it by Pflaum, who was support- 
ed by the national organization of 
candy manufacturers, would have 
meant the declaring of the act uncon- 
stitutional. 


Director of Public Works of Cooke, 
of Philadelphia, awarded the contract 
for the gasoline lighting of the city to 
the Welsbach Street Lighting Com- 
pany, presents contractors, at $29 per 
lamp, per year and $7.50 for new posts, 
The contract will amount to about 
$535,000. Director Cooke regarded it as 
unfortunate that there were 18,222 
gasoline lights in Philadelphia at a 
time when the gasoline market is ad- 
vancing so rapidly. This type of street 
lighting he considered almost obsolete 
in the larger cities, except as used in 
a very limited way in the suburban dis- 
tricts and as a temporary form of light- 
ing preliminary to the introduction of 
gas or electricity. 


Justin Dupont, of Argenteuil, Prov- 
ince of Seine et Oise, France, manu- 
facturer of synthetic perfumes and 
chemical products, who visited the 
United Stats last month for the pur- 
pose of attending the Eighth Inter- 
national Congress of Applied Chemis- 
try, sailed from New York for his 
native land last Friday on the steam- 
ship La France. L. Givaudan, the 
Synthetic perfume manufacturer of 
Geneva, who also returned home from 
a trip to this country last week, was 
on the same ship. M. Dupont attended 
the Applied Chemistry Congress as the 
official representative of the French 
Republic’s Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry and also as representing the 
French Perfumery Syndicate of Paris. 
Before returning to France, M. Dupont 
visited the Western drug and perfume 
trade in the United States with Edwin 
H. Burr, who represents him in this 
country and Canada,

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OBITUARY. 


Dr. Morris Loeb. 


Dr. Morris Loeb, president of the Chem- 
ists’ Club, formerly professor of chemistry 
in New York University, and an eminent 
educator as well as founder and patron 
of many philanthropic and charitable in- 
stitutions in New York city and through- 
out the United States, died of typhoid- 
pneumonia last Tuesday morning, October 
8, in his summer residence on the Rum- 
son road, at Seabright, N. J. He was 
in his fiftieth year. 


A special meeting of the trustees of the 
Chemists’ Club was held Tuesday eve- 
ning to commemorate the passing of its 
president, who had devoted the last four- 
teen years of his life to building up that 
organization to its present magnificent 
standing and proportions. At this meet- 
ing a special committee was appointed 
to prepare appropriate resolutions upon 
his death, and a memorial meeting of the 
club was arranged for October 30. 

Dr. Loeb’s reputation for distinguished 
services in the field of chemistry and 
other sciences and in social and philan- 
thropic enterprises was _ international. 
Born in Cincinnati on May 23, 1863, a son 
of Solomon and Betty Gallenberg Loeb, 
he was educated in private schools in 
that city. and laten in Dr. Julius Sachs’ 
schvol in New York and at Harvard Uni- 
versity, where he was graduated with the 
degree of bachelor of Arts in 1883. In 
1887 Dr. Loeb received the degree of 
doctor of philosophy at the University of 
Berlin, and a year later he began a 
course of special studies at the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg and the University of 
Leipzig. His father was one of the found- 
ers of the banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and Dr. Loeb was therefore freed 
from the necessity of making a career 
for himself as a professional or business 
man if he had desired to lead a life of 
leisure. Such, however, was not his in- 
clination. He was anxious to attain pre- 
eminence in the science of chemistry, and 
he succeeded in doing so, beginning his 
life work as an assistant to Professor 
Wolcott Gibbs at Harvard University, 
where he remained trom 1888 to 1889. In 
the latter year and until 1891 he was a 
docent in chemistry at Clark Uni- 
versity, and from 1891 to 1906 he was pro- 
fessor of chemistry and a director of the 
chemical department at the New York 
University, from which offices he resigned 
in order to take up private chemical re- 
search work of his own and to devote 
himself to a greater extent to communal 
and philanthropic undertakings. Until 
his death he maintained a private labora- 
tory, which since the opening’ of the new 
Chemists’ Club Building was located on 
the ninth fioor of that building, where he 
conducted investigations in inorganic and 
physical chemistry, derivatives of phos- 
gene, electro-conductivity of solutions, re- 
action speeds and constitution of complex 
salts. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy monument 
to Dr. Loeb’s memory is the handsome 
new home of the Chemists’ Club at 50 
East Forty-first street, which was built 
and equipped primarily through his ef- 
forts and his generosity. He was one of 
the founders of this club in 1898, when it 
still had modest quarters in rooms at 
Mendelssohn Hall, at 108 West Fifty-fifth 
street. Professor Loeb had long believed 
that this club should have quarters more 
betitting its importance, and he therefore 
began the work of raising a building 
fund. for the purpose, being himself the 
largest individual contributor. In_ this 
work he was ably assisted by Albert 
Plaut, president of Lehn & Fink, as treas- 
urer of the club, and by the contributions 
of alinost all of the members. Dr. Loeb 
himself frequently referred to the club 
and its new building as his “hobby. His 
donations to the building also took the 
form of gifts of the entire equipment of 
the meeting room in Rumford Hall and of 
the library and trustees’ room, known as 
the Priestly Room. In_ 19% the club 
moved into its new building, and a year 
iater Dr. Loeb was elected president, re- 
taining that office until his death. 


In addition to his distinguished career 
as a scientist, Dr. Loeb was even more 
widely known for his activities as a social 
worker aand philanthropist. He had long 
been connected with the Hebrew Techni- 
eal School in Stuyvesant square, of 
which he was president at the time of 
his death, having been prominently iden- 
tified with that school and its work for 
more than twenty years. He was also 
onc of the founders and leading patrons 
of the Solomon and Betty Loeb Memorial 
Home for Convalescents at East View in 
Westchester county, mounded in honor of 
his parents by their children. He was 
likewise prominently associated with the 
Jaron de Hirsch Fund, and was a direc sa 
of the Jewish Agricultural and Industria 
Aid Society, established under the aus. 
pices of that fund. He was also ane oe 
the leaders in the attempt made a oes 
two years ago to federate all the Jew s} 
charities of New York city, which, nen 
ever, was not consummated, although ; 
elicited a bequest for that purpose Ss 
$1,000,000 from the late Louis A. ] a 
sheimer, which was later turned over i. 
the New York Foundation, of which Pr 
essor Loeb was president. 

Among the prominent charities with 
which Dr. Loeb was connected were the 
United Jewish Charities Building, of 
which he was president; the American 
Jewish Committee, the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, of which he was a 
trustee; the Jewish Agricultural Removal 
Office and the Jewish Agricultural Exneri- 
ment Station at Chaifa, Syria, as well as 
the Betty Loeb Musical Foundation, of 
which he was the founder, and the Educa- 
tional Alliance. He was appointed iby 
Mavor Gaynor to the Board of Education 
in 1911. In that year. moreover, he and 
his brother contributed $50,000 for the Wol- 
cott Gibbs Library at Harvard University, 
where he had previously founded the As- 
sociation of Harvard Chemists. 

Dr. Loeb was also a fellow of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Science. and secretary of Section C of that 
association in 1894; a member of the Amer- 





ican Chemical Society, chairman of the 
New York section thereof in 1909 and 


eouncilor from the New York Section 
from 1910 to 1912. He was a member of 
the Society of Chemical Industry, Amer- 
fean Electro-Chemical Society, Deutsche 
Chemische Gesellschaft, Bunsen Gesell- 
schaft and fellow of the New York Acad- 
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emy of Sciences as well as a member of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, Ameri- 
can Geographical Society, American Nu- 
mismatic Society, of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Highth International Con- 
gress of Applied Chemistry, the Civil 
Service Reform Association and of the 
Harvard, City, National Arts and Sym- 
phony clubs, of the Bohemians and of 
the Verein Deutscher Chemiker. 

His career with the Chemists’ Club be- 
gan in 1898 when he became one of its 
charter members. From 1898 to 1900 he 
was a member of the Membership Com- 
mittee of that club and in 1901 a member 
of its Library Committee. From 1908 to 
1911 he was vice-president, and from 1909 
to the time of his death its president. 
He was a director of the Lehigh Coke 
Company, but took little part in the con- 
duct of that company’s business. 

Dr. Loeb returned with his wife from a 
trip abroad last June and had enjoyed a 
restful summer at his residence on the 
Rumson road when he was taken ill 
with typhoid fever which led to the com- 
plication of double pneumonia. He was ill 
only eighteen days. Mrs. Loeb, to whom 
he was married in 1895, and many of his 
reiatives were with him when the end 
came. 

Funeral services were held last Thurs- 
day afternoon at Salem Fields Cemetery 
at Cypress Hills, L. I. The trustees of 
the Chemists’ Club and representatives of 
other prominent organizations with which 
Dr. Loeb was connected attended in a 
body. 

Dr. Loeb had no children, his wife and 
his brother alone surviving him. Mrs. 
Loeb was Miss Eda Kuhn, of Cincinnati, 
of the Kuhn family which represented 
the second branch of the banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Dr. Loeb’s sister, Miss 
Theresa Loeb, was the wife of Jacob H. 
Schiff, now senior partner of that house. 
James L. Loeb, a retired banker, now 
living in Munich, is a brother of Profes- 
sor Loeb. 

Resolutions expressive of their deep 
regret and loss at his death were adopt- 
ed by all the organizations with which 
Dr. Loeb had been connected and by the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Educational 
Alliance, of which Mrs. Loeb is president. 
The Loeb town house is at 273 Madison 
avenue.

Coca Cola Company Obta‘ns In- 


junction Against American 
Druggists’ Syndicate. 


An initial victory has been won by the 
Coca-Cola Company, manufacturers of a 
soda fountain beverage known as coca- 
cola, in its suit against the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate to restrain that or- 
ganization and some of its retail mem- 
bers from using the name “extract of 
coca and kola,’’ and from marketing a so- 
called specialty’ product labeled and called 
by this name. The Coca-Cola Company’s 
victory has taken the form of a tem- 
porary injunction granted by Judge La- 
combe in the United States District Court 
in the Southern District of New York last 
Monday, confirming the trade-mark rights 
of that corporation to the name ‘‘Coca- 
Cola” and _ restraining the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate and its members 
from infringing these rights through the 
use of the name “coca and kola’”’ or any 


other which “is no substantial departure 
from the term ‘Coca-Cola.’ ”’ 


The operation of this injunction has 
been stayed by the court, however, for 
sixty days after entry of the order so as 
to allow sufficient time for the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate to withdraw its 
product and advertising. 

It is believed by other manufacturers 
of proprietary articles that this initial 
triumph of the Coca-Cola Company will 
afford a basis whereby they wiil be able 
to protect their trade-mark rights against 
infringement by use of names having a 
direct relation to their products without 
recourse to the misbranding provision of 
the Federal Food and Drugs law. 

The suit. against the American Drug- 
gists Syndicate was begun by the Coca- 
Cola Company several weeks ago and ar- 
sument was heard on it by the United 
States District Court on September 10, 
when a motion for a temporary injunction 
wus made before Judge Lacombe by 
Harry D. Nims, the local attorney for 
the Coca-Cola Company, and by Harold 
Hirsch, of Atlanta, general counsel for 
that corporation. Argument in rebuttal 
was supplied by S. Stanwood Menken of 
Philbin, Beekman, Menken & Griscom, of 
this city, and by D. R. Cobb, of Syracuse, 
attorneys for the American Druggists’ 
Syndicate. Judge Lacombe ealled for 
briefs from both sides, which were sub- 
mitted by the close of last month. Fol- 
lowing the filling of a replication to the 
American Druggists’ Syndicate’s answer 
to the Coca-Cola Company’s bill of com- 
plaint, Judge Lacombe granted the tem- 
porary injunction which the Coca-Cola 
Company will now endeavor to have 
made permanent. 

The Coca-Cola Company alleged in its 
complaint that the violation of its trade- 
mark rights on the part of the Ameri- 
can Druggists’ Syndicate, and the unfair 
competition which it complained of, were 
constituted by the manufacture and ad- 
vertising by the syndicate of a concen- 
trated product put up in pint bottles 
which were designed for dispensing by its 
members as a beverage, after mixing 
each pint of this concentrate with fifteen 
pints of simple syrup and then serving 
with plain soda. The Coca-Cola Company 
makes a product for soda fountain dis- 
pensing which requires only the addition 
of plain soda before serving, besides mak- 
ing a beverage ready to serve without the 
addition of anything. Both companies 
state that they have decocainized their 
respective products. The Coca-Cola Com- 
pany alleged in its complaint that the use 
of the name “extract of coca and kola” 
by the Ameritan Druggists’ Syndicate 
and the sale thereof both by the syndi- 
cate and its members constituted an in- 
fringement of its trade-mark rights. In 
support of its contention, the Coca-Cola 
Company submitted affidavits to the ef- 
fect that the American Druggists’ Syn- 
dicate had attempted to substitute its 
product for coca-cola, and also exhibited 
a mass of advertising literature and sev- 
eral catalogues prepared by the syndicate. 
The syndicate contended that the name 
“Coca-Cola"’ was a descriptive one and 
therefore not entitled to patent right and 
protection, and also submitted affidavits 
from its members stating that substitu- 
tion of the kind complained of had never 
been practiced, and that the syndicate 
was therefore not guilty of infringement 
of mark rights or of unfair competition. 
it also maintained that its product was a 
true extract of coca and kola. The court, 
however, decided that it was merely a 
“soft drink.” 

In his opinion Judge Lacombe held that 
the Coca-Cola Company's trade-mark 
rights, had been established in its suit 
last July against the Nashville Syrup 
Company in the United States District 
Court for the middle district of Tennessee 
and decided that it was therefore entitled 
to relief against the use by others of a

similar term and, in particular, to an in- 
Junction to restrain the American Drug- 
gists’ Syndicate from selling the prepara- 
tion which it makes under the term ‘‘ex- 
tract of coca and kola.”’ 

Continuing, Judge Lacombe held that 
“It is no substantial departure from the 
term ‘Coca-Cola’ to spell either or both 
words with a K, or to substitute for the 
hyphen in this term the conjunction 
“and’’ or an ampersand, and it seems not 
to be a sufficient differentiation to call 
the compound an extract, or an elixir, or 
a decoction, 

“For obvious reasons, both sides insist 
that the kola constituent of their respect- 
ive compounds has been thoroughly de- 
cocainized, thus depriving it of its pecu- 
liarly characteristic element. There is 
not in the record any satisfactory evi- 
dence that a combination of decocainized 
coca with kola has ever been used or is 
usable in medicine or in the arts or any 
otherwise than as a soft drink. Under 
these circumstances it would seem that 
the complainant is entitled to an injunc- 
tion against the further use of the term 
“extract of coca and kola’’ or any similar 
term as the name of defendant's soft 
drink. That the drink, as sold, is concen- 
trated so as to require dilution by the dis- 
pensing druggist and the addition of 
sweetening to make it a safe and palata- 
ble ingredient, to be added at the soda 
fountain to aerated water, seems imma- 


terial.”

Santo Domingo Trade Mark Law. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 


In line with the policy adopted by sev- 
eral of the Latin-American States, and 
the government of the Carribean Islands, 
information 1s coming to the Commerce 
Department here of changes in the trade- 
mark laws of those countries. The lat- 
est information on this subject comes 
from Santo Domingo, giving an account 
of a new trade-mark law adopted by the 
Dominican government in July of this 
year. 

The principal change in the law 
Santo Domingo is in regard to the length 
of time which a trade-mark may be reg 
istered and changes tn the fees for sucn 
registration. The old law had a registra- 
tion limit of twenty years. Under the 
new law trade-marks may be registered 
for periods of ten, fifteen or twenty years, 
respectively, and the fees for such reg- 
istration is fixed at $15 for the ten-year 
period, $20 for fifteen years, and $25 for 
a period of twenty years. : 

According to the new law of Santo 
Domingo the deposits of funds constitut- 
ing fees for registration of trade-marks 
must be made at the time of the appli- 
cation, and such amounts are returned 
if the registration of the trade-mark is 
rejected. “At the expiration of the time 
for which registration is vaild the regis- 
tration moy be renewed upon payment 
of the fees as is stated. The registra- 
tion will be considered null and vold ff 
within a period of one year no use 
shall be made of the trade-mark by the 
owner.”’

The Duluth Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Oct. 8, 1912. 


During the week closing to-day the 
movements of futures on the flaxseed 
market of Duluth have been, on the 
whole, somewhat bearish. This is due 
mainly to the long-continued fine thresh- 
ing weather over the American North- 
west. To be sure, the tables below show 


the elevator receipts 


some falling off in 

of flax, compared with those of the week 
before. This is due to the fact that the 
svell of wet weather that embraced the 
Northwest for some davs prior to the 
subsequent long spell of fine weather put 
all threshing to a halt, and when the 
threshing did commence again, not much 
attention was paid to flaxseed, but the 
ithreshers turned their energies to the 
wheat crop. which could not wait, and 
some of which was even beginning to 
sprout. Thus flaxseed had to take a back 
seat, but. for all that, the car receipts 
have latelv been increasing, and the re- 
sults of this will soon show themselves 


in larger elevator receipts. 
There has been a keen demand for cash 


flaxseed, both at Duluth and at Minnean- 
olis. Minneapolis most of the time has 
been bidding over Duluth and has thus 


succeeded in diverting to that city a great 
deal of flaxseed that would otherwise have 
gone to the Duluth market. Minnesnolis 
crushers have been running at full capac- 


itv to satisfy the demand for spot oil. To 
keep their mills running thev have re- 
«quired 25 car loads of flaxseed a day. A 


few days ago they were falling away be- 
hind this amount of receipts, and as their 
stocks of seed were very low they 
obliged 


if they were to 


were absolutelv 
continue to enjov the bulk of the spot lin- 
seed oil trade, to bid high for the seed, 


and draw it away from the territory nat- 
urally tributary to Duluth. At times. 
however, the Buffalo crushers have bid so 
well for the seed on the Duluth market 
that the cash price here has been above 
that at Minneapolis. The bidding for cash 
seed on the two markets really represents 


au struggle between the crushers of Min- 
hneanolic and Buffalo for the spot. oil 
trade. Thus far Minneapolis has had 


most of it, and had bought far more seed 
than has been bought on the Duluth mar- 
ket for Superior and Buffalo crushers 
combined. But the supremacy of Minne- 
apolis will probably have to give way as 
soon as the seed of the 1912 harvest be- 
zins to flow into Duluth in anvthing like 
its normal autumn volume. Thus far it 
has been held back on account of the 
necessity of handling the enormous quan- 
tities of other grains first. But the flax- 
seed receipts have, nevertheless, begun to 
increase on the Duluth market. Minneap- 
olis crushers will probably not care to bid 
large premiums for the seed when they 
find themselves getting all they can use 
without such bidding. and there will be 
more seed to shiv to Buffalo. After that. 
Minneapolis crushers will have to be con- 
tent wilh a smaller share of the oil trade. 
This happens every fall. Minneapolis 
crushers always do take the bulk of the 
oil trade early in the harvest season, be- 
cause the position of that city always 
brings it large shioments of new flaxseed 
many weeks ahead of Buffalo, 

The cash price of flaxseed on the Duluth 
market to-day closed 24 cents higher 
than it did a week before, but the futures 
have all gone a little lower. October has 
November ™% of a 


gone down 1% cents, 
cent, and December a cent. There has 
been no such demand for the futures as 


there has for the cash seed. On the con- 
trary, the trade in the futures has been 
very slack. Crushers have been declaring 
that they could not afford to buy the flax- 
seed futures at the prices now in vogue 
and sell the oil futures at such prices as 
the buyers are willing to pay and make 
any money. Most of the buying of fu- 
tures has been to fulfill old oil contracts 
which were made when the oil market 
was higher and oil futures were bringing 
nigher prices than these same futures will 
bring now. 

On the whole, the 
looks’ bearish. If the fine threshing 
weather holds out a little longer, it will 
mean big receipts of flaxseed, both at Du- 
luth and Minneapolis, and the fight be- 
tween these two cities for the cash flax- 
seed, so long a big bull factor on the mar- 
ket, will no longer exist, and in that 
event it is reasonable to expect that hoth 
eash seed and futures will take a big fall.

A little more activity developed in the 
niarket for flaxseed at Chicago this week 
and moderate offerings were readily ab- 
sorbed at firm prices. There was a fair 
inquiry and more flax could have been dis- 
posed of advantageously if it had been of- 
fered. The principal sale made was of a 
car, inspected as No. 1 Northwestern, 
which wads disposed of at $1.74, or 9c. high- 
er than the previous recorded sale. later 
there was a small bag lot of rejected flax 
disposed of at $1.57%4, and at the close there 
were order buyers bidding $1.71 for No. 1 
Northwestern. The sale at $1.74 here this 





week was at a premium of 2c. over the 
Duluth price on the corresponding day. 


Receipts for the week were rather disap- 
pointing, in view of the big crop raised, 
the aggregate being only 24.90 bushels, 
against arrivals of $2,500 bushels for the 
corresponding week a vear ago. Ship- 
ments were nil, as contrasted with «an 
outward movement from this city of 2.100 
Dushels the same time last year Local 
crushers reported depleted stocks and said 
they had use for all of the flaxseed re- 
ceived Besides this there was some in- 
quiry from outside and prospects are that 
a ready outlet will be found for all the 
seed received here within the next few 
days at prices that will compare favor- 
ably with those quoted in the Northwest. 

While production of flaxseed in the 
United States and Canada gives promise 
of increasing with each successive year, 
advices from the Argentine indicate that 
conditions concerning the flax growing in- 
dustry there are not so promising. The 
Times of Argentina in a recent issue 
said:—“Our latest private reports drive us 
to the conclusion that less flax has been 
sown than we had previously imagined, 
and although we have cited 10 to 15 per 
cent. as a reasonable reduction, we know 
of grain merchants who consider that 20 
to 25 per cent. would be nearer the mark. 
We are, however, unwilling to go to that 
extent. There is no doubt that oats are 
becoming a favorite plant with our agri- 
culturists, as it is utilized in the place of 
alfalfa at an early stage of its growth, 
and it is a hardier plant than either 
wheat or flax. We have had quite satis- 
factory oats crops in periods when flax 
and wheat have not given good results.’’

Shipments of flaxseed from Argentina 
this week increased 307,000 bushels and 
aggregated 390,000 bushels, against onlv 
88,000 bushels the previous week, and 368,000 
bushels for the corresponding week a year 
ago. Aggregate exports from that coun- 
try since January 1 were 17,071.000 bushels, 
as contrasted with 15,056,000 bushels for 
the corresponding period in 1911. Indian 
shipments of flaxseed for the week were 
308,000 bushels. against 195.000 bushels the 
preceding week, and 218.000 bushels a year 
ago. Total exports from that country 
since April 1 now total 11,000,000 bushels, 
against 15,424,000 bushels for the same time 
in 1911. and 12,304,000 bushels the corre- 
sponding period in 1910. 


LINSEED OIL. 


An unsettled condition develoned in the 
market for linseed oll this week and the 
close was irregular and uncertain. Pro- 
ducers reduced prices 1c. a gallon early in 
the week in the hone of reawakening buy- 
ing interest, but the reduction appeared 
to serve only as a spur to the bearish ac- 
tivities of buyers and further concessions 
were demanded at the close. Nominallv 
the market for spot oil in carload lots 
was given out at 60c. a gallon f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, prompt shipment, but some of the 
buyers claimed to have had offers at 5¥e. 
a gallon. Single barrel lots were quoted 
at 65c. a gallon for tha raw oil and 66c. 
a gallon for the boiled, with five barrel 
lots at a discount of le. a gallon. Futures 
also appeared unsettled, with the most 
generally accepted price Sc. a gallon for 
oil to be delivered through the period ex- 
tending from January to July, 1913. There 
were reports of sales for deferred ship- 
ments at 5le. a gallon Chicago, but these 


were given little credence, especially as 
some consumers’ claimed to have been 
made offers at 49c. a gallon for similar 


shipments. General trade was quiet, with 
both buyers and sellers inclined to wait 
until the situation becomes more definitely 
settled before making commitments. Of- 
ferings. while not large, appeared to be 
more liberal than in preceding weeks. 
Whether this was due to the paucity in 


the demand or to an increased produc- 
tion could not be definitely ascertained, 
but new crop flaxseed is beginning to 


move forward more freely, and it is nat- 
ural to expect increased activity among 
manufacturers of oil. The consumptive 
trade, especially in paints, is unusually 
active for the season, and this has been 
instrumental in keeping the market for 
linseed oil from reflecting to a greater 
extent the influence of the enormous flax 
crop produced, ; 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Market for linseed oil cake continues in 
a depressed condition. There are no large 
offerings pressing on sale, but buying in- 
terest is lacking and a nominal price of 
$30 a ton f. 0. b. Chicago is regarded as 
extremely high. Restricted feeding oper- 
ations because of the scarcity and high 
eost of live stock and the high ocean 
freight rates are factors having a de- 
pressing influence on the market for oil 
cakes, and little activity is looked for un- 
til these conditions have been discounted,

As the season progresses reports of 
fair trading are heard in the local paint 
market, but there is nothing at present 
to indicate a record-breaking demand 
for paint materials. For some of the 
basic materials good sized orders have 
been placed, but in many instances 
sales partake of a jobbing character 
Linseed oil continues to be the dom 
inating factor in the market, and the 
feature of the week was the govern- 
ment report which gave the condition 
of the flax crop on October 1, and ac- 
cording to this report earlier estimates 


of a 29,000,000-bushel crop are sub- 
stantiated. The slowness in getting 


seed to market, however, is holding up 
the prices of future oil, and this has 
a tendency to defer placing orders for 
various paint materials. Prices in the 
local market are holding very steady 
and quotations on practically all ma- 
terials are at the levels reported last 
week. Pig tead holds its high figure 
and lends stability to all the lead prod- 
ucts. Spelter performs a similar ser- 
vice for zincs, and prices on all grades 
are very firm. Dry colors are more ac- 
tive, but sell at old figures in spite ef 


the fact that raw materials in some 
cases have been gradually increasing 


in price. Window glass is in a good 
position, with stocks well sold out, and 


the trade reports a good outlook as 
the new fire is about to start, 
Among the official figures of the

LINSEED OIL. 


Quiet conditions have prevailed in 
the local linseed oil market this week. 
Trading has been rather dull at times, 
and in general the market may be said 
to be marking time pending the out- 
come of this year’s flax crop. On the 
spot market oil is quoted: at 62c., but 
according to rumors this is not a firm 
price and large orders could be placed 
at 6lc., according to unverified reports. 
Deliveries through October and No- 
vember are in an unsettled position 
and no flat price can be quoted. Some 
sellers say they are not in the market 
for November business and the best 
that can be said for these nearby posi- 
tions is that each seller has his own 
quotation, and desirable business is 
transacted on private terms, December 
forward is quoted at 51@53c., with 52c. 
as the usual figure advanced, but there 
has been but ‘little demand for futures 
and even in this position prices are 
not beyond adjustment between buyer 
and seller, because at least one sale has 
been made this week on a basis of 50c. 

Seed has fluctuated during the week 
at Western markets, but closed in about 
the Same position as at the opening 
of the week. Receipts of seed have 
improved a little but arrivals at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth are far below the 
mark which a large crop would war- 
rant. The government report issued on 
Wednesday showed the condition of flax 
on October 1 as 83.8, compared with 69.9 
last year, and 47.2 in 1910, The acreage 
is given as 2,992,000, and the total yield 
at 29,000,000. The yield per acre is 
placed at 9.8, against 9.7 in September. 
The favorable position of flax as indi- 
cated by this report was a bearish fac- 
tor in the market, but the lower val- 
ues quoted this week for spot oil were 
the result of keen competition on the 
part of crushers. The strength shown 
in the oil market for futures is the re- 
sult of small receipts of seed and de- 
lay in putting the present crop en the 
market. Whether this position is to 
change radically in the near future 
depends upon the movement of seed. 
It is admitted that the crop has been 
made, but the sentimental effect of 
a bumper crop in the fields is not suffi- 
cient to overcome the fact that present 
receipts of seed are not large enough 
to supply the normal demands of the 
mills or to relieve the wants of the con- 
suming public. Detailed reports of the 
Western seed.markets from our special 
correspondents will be found on page 12.

Linseeq Cake and Meal, 


Shipments of linseed cake and meal 
to foreign points last week were val- 
ued at $116,262, but this was on old con- 
tracts, and the present market is dull 
and uninteresting. Demand is slight 
and sellers for the most part do not 
look with favor on such bids, as buyers 
are willing to offer. Quotations may be 
repeated at $31 for cake and $32 for 
meal. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 

October oil scored a moderate ad- 
vance during the past week, but the 
future list was subjected to no mate- 
rial alteration, and changes at the 
close were insignificant. The strength 
in October appeared to be inspired by 
a slight expansion in consuming de- 
mand and the refusal of holders to 
liquidate until a better idea can be 
ascertained regarding the amount of 
oil to be tendered later in the month. 
The strong position of spot and October 
has created a firmer feeling in Novem- 
ber and December, but free selling by 
a prominent refining interest prevent- 
ed any material advance in these 
months. Consumers have paid com- 
paratively little attention to future 
shipments, but the spirited upward 
movement in lard prices has stimulated 
the nearby inquiry for oil for compound 
purposes. 

A general survey of the entire situa- 
tion reveals the usual conditions inci- 
dent to this period of the year. New 
oil seldom reaches here in a commer- 
cial way until late in October, and for 
several years the first half of the 
month has always been characterized 
by irreglar advances due to the anx- 
iety of the short interest. Last year 
October sold at 6.45c. during the first 
half and at 55¢c. during the last week. 
The trend then continued downward

Export business has been limited to 
the better grades of oil and_ sales 
have been moderate. Summer white, 
butter oil and winter yellow have 
prompted most attention, but the soap 
grades are being temporarily ignored, 
owing to the high ocean freight rates. 
Future buying has been backward in 
all classes. Export shipments from 
this port for the week were 4,176 bar- 
rels, from other ports 3,888 barrels, 
making a total of 8,064 barrels. These 
compare with 4,881 barrels for the pre- 
vious week. 

Crude oil has been offered more 
freely for prompt shipment, and sales 
have embraced larger proportions. The 
crushing season is now inaugurated in 
every section, and the move- 
seed is heavy, owing to the 

high prices current. Re- 
finers and packers are said to have 
secured sizable lots on the basis of 
27c. Declines in the cotton market are 
a reflection of the enormous crop of 
seed to be harvested, and unless im- 
provement develops shortly in the con- 
suming trade it is believed that con- 
gestion will force crushers to lower 
prices.

LARD. 

While no improvement can be noted 
in the consuming demand for cash lard, 
there has been a steady advance in 
prices and new high trading levels have 
been established for the season, It is 
stated that powerful financial backing 
has allowed certain Western operators 
to maintain a bullish position and it is 
believed that professional shorts are in 
a rather precarious condition. Reports 
of hog cholera and the strong situation 
in provisions have facilitated the up- 
ward movement of lard prices and 
holders have experienced comparatively 
little difficultp in accomplishing their 
purpose, notwithstanding the limited 
extent of consuming demand. City lard 
commanded 12@12%c. and prime West- 
ern 124%@12%c. at the close. Exports of 
lard for the week amounted to 9,619,350 
pounds, compared to 11,763,857 pounds 
for the same week in 1911. Lard com- 
pound is commanding increased atten- 
tion and prices ave higher in sympathy 
with cottonseed oil and oleo stearine. 
Closing quotations were 84@8%c., ac- 
cording to brand. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 


Chicago, Oct. 10, 1912. 
Speculative trade in lard at Chicago this 
week was broad and active and prices made 
substantial gains, finishing the week at a net 


advance of 32%4@45c. and at the highest level 
touched in a long time. Advanced prices of 
hogs, a surprisingly good reduction in reserve 
stocks and a fairly active demand for the spot 
product were the chief incentives for the up- 


turn, and the current month was the most 
benefited, showing the big end of the appre- 
ciation at the finish. Packers, outside invest- 


ors and local professionals were the principal 
buyers, many of the latter having been caught 
short on an oversold market and compelled to 
take heavy losses. Selling lacked force and 
came chiefly in the way of realizing. Foreign 
advices were favorable to holders, and exports 
made a generous aggregate, although still fall- 
inz considerably short of shipments to foreign 
ports for the corresponding week a year ago. 
With the favorable showing of lard stocks 
the packing in the West for the week showed 


a shrinkage of 100,000 hogs, and the cost 
of producing finished hog products was ad- 
vanced to the highest level touched since Oc- 
tober, 1910, Shipments to domestic consum- 
ing centers were of generous volume, and it 
was generally understood that liberal quanti- 


ties of refined lard were being shipped direct 
by packers. October was the most active fu- 
ture traded in, although a large business was 
also consummated in January and wide interest 


was evineed in December and May. The rela- 
tive standing of the futures remained little 
changed for the week, but cash premiums were 
advanced, closing with prime steam lard 
quoted 5@7%4«. over October, as contrasted with 
only 2%ec. over at the close last week. Offer- 
ings of regular prime steam lard were mod- 


erate and round lots closed firm at $11.85, with 
small odd lots offered at a discount of 5@10c. 
Loose lard was in good demand and_ limited 
supply at 22%c. under October, or $11.55, while 
leaf lard was sparingly offered and in good 
request at $12.50. Neutral met with a good 
demand and closed strong at $13.75@14 for 
No. 1 and $12.124%4@12.25 for No. 2. It was in 


only limited supply at the prices and the 
market closed with a strong upward ten- 
dency. 


TALLOW.

OILHER VEGETABLE OILS. 

CHINA WOOD OIL.—Fresh supplies 
of China wood oil reached the market 
this week and a good part of the ar- 
rivals passed direct to consumers. The 
market is reported unchanged, with 
good inquiry from consumers, but a de- 
sire to hold off for lower prices. Quo- 
tations are held at 84%@9ec., but the 
inside figure is said to have been 
shaded in some transactions. 

COCOANUT OILS.—With spot sup- 
plies of all grades of cocoanut oil com- 
paratively small, and prices holding 
firm, the ideas of sellers were un- 
changed in the past week. A fair de- 
mand was noted from consumers, de- 
spite the fact that prices were. the 
highest of the year. Strictly prime 
Cochin oil was held at 10%@llc. per 
pound, with off grades available at 
slight concessions. On nearby and fu- 
tures dealers were asking from 10\c. 
to 10%c. per pound, as to position. Ad- 
vies from abroad report a quiet market 
for Ceylon oil, but prices were well 
maintained throughout the week. In 
London dealers were asking £39 10s., 
October-November shipment, equiva- 
lent to 9c. per pound c. i. f. New York. 
Locally, sales were noted at 9%c. per 
pound, but in a large way 9%c. could 
be done. Copra oil was steady at 9@ 
9%c, per pound. 

CORN OIL.—The demand for corn oil 
was quiet all week, but prices closed 
unchanged. The undertone was un- 
settled, and at times it was reported 
that independent operators were shad- 
ing the market from 5 to 10 points. 
Soapmakers were showing some inter- 
est, but on the aggregate business was 
unsatisfactory. Leading interests were 
asking $5.95 per 100 pounds for car lots 
and $6 for less than car lots. Tank cars 
were available at $5.55 per 100 pounds. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 


Chicago, Oct. 10, 1912. 


Noticeable shrinkage was reported in the de- 
mand for corn oil at Chicago this week and 
prices declined 10c, a hundred pounds. Offer- 
ings were not very large, but the high cost 
of production made it advisable to keep the oil 
moving freely into consumptive channels, and 
pressure to sell was rather urgent. Producers 
are looking for a much lower manufacturing 
cost in the near future, ahd they are decidedly 
reluctant to have any stock accumulate on 
hand. Closing quotations made corn oil in 
tank cars $5.20 a hundred pounds for prompt 
delivery, with carload lots in barrels $5.60 a 
hundred pounds and lots of six barrels or more 
$5.65 a hundred pounds, while single barrel lots 
urged on sale at $5.70 a hundred pounds. 


OLIVE OIL.—The market was a firm 
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one on all grades of olive oil. Busi- 
ness was moderate, as consumers were 
reluctant to take hold at prevailing 
quotations. Closing prices show a 
higher range on denatured oil, and 
sales were reported in a small way at 
92c. per gallon. Dealers were asking 
from 85c. to 92c, on lriday, as to acidity 
and quantity, Prinie green foots were 
very firm, and in several instances 
sellers would not consider anything 
under 74%c. per pound, for either spot 
or futures. Some odd lots were still 
offering at 7%c., with off grades in the 
market at 6%@ic. per pound. The war 
in the Balkans has a bullish effect upon 
the situation. 

PALM OIL.—Some good inquiries 
were noted in the market for palm oil, 
and prices were firmly held in all: quar- 
ters. Offerings were moderate, espe- 
cially of Lagos, which had @ tendency 
to send prices upward regardless of 
the situation abroad. At tho close of 
the week Lagos was quoted at 74%@7éc. 
for spot and nearby shipmeits. Red 
oil was moving in a small way on the 
basis of 6%c. per pound, with some 
nolders asking 6%c. for small lots. 
Commercial grades of palm oil were 
offering at slight concessiong 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
for palm kernel oil was @ fvatureless 
affair. during the interval Trading 
was quiet in all quarters, and with the 
situation abroad practically wachanged, 
prices were fairly steady on the 8%@ 
8%c,. per pound basis. For shipment 
8%c. could be done. The hig’: position 
of cocoanut oil has a stimu ating ef- 
fect upon this commodity. 

PEANUT OIiL.—Conditiong govern- 
ing the market for peanut oil were 
unchanged. Tne demand fiom soap 
manufacturers was only modurate, and 
prices were steady in sympijthy with 
the market abroad. The qiestion of 
quality has much to do with the price. 
Sellers were asking from 6%. to 7c. 
per pound, Cables from Marseilles 
quoted soap-making peanut oil at 72 
francs per cwt. spot shipmi nt. 

RAPESEED OIL.—While «uotations 
on rapeseed oil show no quotable 
changes, the undertone was steady at 
all times. Supplies on hand were mod- 
erate, and with prices higher abroad 
dealers were holding out for 70c. per 
gallon on refined stock. Business was 
put through at this figure late in the 
week. It is reported that large stocks 
of rapeseed will probably be tied up 
owing to the trouble in the Balkans. 
Spot refined rapeseed oil was quoted at 
70c, at the close of business, with goods 
underway available at 69c. Blown 
stock was nominally quoted at 72@73c. 
French burning oil was strong, with 
leading interests asking 85c. per gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—There were no 
new developments in the soya bean 
oil situation. Cables from abroad re- 
port a slightly easier market, but in 
most instances prices quoted locally 
were under the present cost of import, 
This was due to the small interest 
shown by consumers, especially the 
paint trade, and dealers seemed anxi- 
ous to dispose of their holdings. 
Routine sales were reported at 6%c. 
per pound, but sellers were asking all 
the way from 6%@6%c., as to quantity. 
In Hull soya bean oil was quoted at 
27s. 6d. per cwt., in bulk, against 28s. 
a week ago. a

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—Continued strength was 
in evidence in the market for cod oil 
during the past week. Business was 
fairly active and shows steady improve- 
ment as the fall season progresses. Of- 
ferings from first hands were compara- 
tively small, and with the undertone in 
the various substitutes firmer, dealers 
were holding out for full prices in all 
instances.

Judgments Under Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, 


The following notices of judgment under 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act have been 
issued by the United States Department 
of Agriculture:— 


No. 1614, concerning the adulteration and 
misbranding of paprika, alleged to have been 
shipped by McCormick & Co., of Baltimore, on 
October 10, 1911, from Maryland to Texas, and 
found in the original unbroken package in the 
premises of the Houston Packing Company. 
The product was labeled: ‘‘Pure Paprika im- 
ported and Packed by McCormick and Com- 
pany, Baltimore, Md. Paprika 269-21-238. The 
spices contained in this package are strictly 
pure. (Guaranty legend No. 1417) McCormick 
and Co. Importers and Grinders Baltimore U. 
S. A. Paprika—3945-10-T and N. O. Houston 
8-Houston Packing Co., Houston, Texus."’ 

Adulteration was alleged on the ground that 
there had been added and mixed with the prod- 
uct coal-tar dry which detracted from the 
strength and value of the product. Misbrand- 
ing was alleged for the reason that the product 
was labeled ‘‘Pure Paprika,’’ whereas it was 
declared to be artificially colored with coal- 
tar dye in a manner whereby inferiority was 
concealed, the container or label bearing no in- 
dication of the presence of any artificial color- 
ing matter. 

On March 1, 1912, no claimant having ap- 
peared for the product, which was found by 
the court to have been adulterated, judgment of 
condemnation and forfeiture was entered, and 
it was further ordered that the product should 
be sold by the United States marshal. 


With reference to the foregoing notice 
of judgment, McCormick & Co. have 
written to the Reporter that the lot of 


paprika in question was part of an im- 
portation of January, 1911, which had been 
released by the United States Customs 
authorities marked ‘‘Paprika,”’ which was 
accepted as indicating that the goods con- 
formed to the guaranty of the foreign 
shipper that they were pure and contained 
no added “olive oil’ and no foreign 
“color,” and trusting to the care, ef- 
ficiency and good faith of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, whose policy for several years 
had been to have every lot of paprika im- 


ported into this country analyzed by its 
chemists at the various ports of entry, 
McCormick & Co. did not think it neces- 


sary to have an additional analysis made 
in order to check up on the guaranty of 
the shipper and the presumed examination 
of the government. In November, 1911, 
the firm was advised that some of the 
paprika, which investigation showed was 
of the import lot referred to, contained a 
foreign color and wherever it was possi- 
ble at once replaced the questionable 
goods, and on the understanding that the 
firm would take up every similar lot 
wherever it could be traced it was as- 
sumed on the statement of the chairman 
of the Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion that the government being at fault, 
no prosecution or confiscation was in 
order with respect to McCormick & Co. 
or the goods. It was stated that the firm 
had not been advised that the lot of pa- 
prika in the hands of the Houston Pack- 
ing Company had been seized in time to 
give it any opportunity to enter a de- 
murrer or fight the case as would other- 
wise have been done. 


No. 1623, concerning the misbranding of 
vanilla extract shipped on March 11, 1910, by 
the Hudson Manufacturing Company of Chi- 
cago, from Illinois to Texas, and remaining 
vnsold in the original unbroken package in 
Houston, Tex. The product was labeled:— 
“Prime vanilla extract—made from the ex- 
tractive matter of prime vanilla beans and 
sweetened with sugar—Hudson Manufacturing 
Co., Chicago, UU. S. A.—euaranteed under the 
food and drug act June 30, 190% No. 3349."" 

Misbranding was alleged for the reason that 
the product was invoiced to the consignee as 
genuine vanilla extract and that its color was 
such as to give it the appearance of venuine 
vanilla extract, but a product which had 
been colored and mixed by the addition of 
artificial coloring mater and cheaper substance 
in a manner whereby inferiority was concealed 
and with the pwurnose of imitating genuine 
vanilla extract. Misbranding was further al- 
leged for the reason that the barrel containing 
the product was described in the invoice sub- 


stantially as vanilla extract. whereas it con 
tained a very small per cent. of genuine va- 
nilla extract. Misbranding was further al- 


leged for the reason that the product was sold 
under such conditions and representations as 
Jed the consignee to believe that it was gen- 
uine vanilla extract 

On March 21, 1912, the Hudson Manufactur-

ing Company, claimant, having been granted 
permission to withdraw all answers filed by it 
and to retire from the cause, judgment of con- 
demnation and forfeiture was entered, and it 
was further ordered that the product should 
be sold by the United States marshal. 


No. 1624, concerning adulteration and mis- 
branding of olive oil shipped by Gaetano 
Marchesini, doing business under the name of 


Marchesini Bros. of New York, on October 13, 
1909, from New York to Pennsylvania, The 
product was labeled:—‘‘tlalian Produce Super- 
fine Olive Oil F. Pertolli Lucca, Tuscany, 
Italy.’’ 

Adulteration of the product was charged for 
the reason that a certain substance other than 


Olive oil, to wit, cottonseed oil, had been mixed 


and packed with said product so as to lower, 
reduce and injuriously affect its quality and 
strength, 

On April 12, 1912, the case coming on for 
trial before the court and a jury, a verdict 
of guilty was returned by the jury and the 
defendant was sentenced to pay $300 fine and 
to ten days’ imprisonment in the county jail. 

No. 1639, concerning the misbranding and al- 
leged adulteration of vanilla extract, shipped 


by the Manhattan Importing Company of 
Cleveland from Ohio to New York, and in pos- 





session of J. Tampake are, N. ¥, The 
product was labeled:—‘‘Ice Cream Special Va- 
nilla Flavoring. Guaranteed to be made from 


the Aromatic principle Mexican Vanilla bean.’’ 

The product was alleged to have been adul- 
terated and misbranded for the reason that a 
certain substance, being an imitation extract 
of vanilla, has been substituted wholly or in 
part for the product represented to have been 
ice cream special vanilla flavoring, and further 
that an artificial coloring matter known as 
caramel had been mixed and packed with the 
product so as to reduce and lower its quality 
and strength. 

On October 6, 1911, no appearance 
been made and no answer filed to the 
decree of condemnation and forfeiture was en- 
tered, and the court found that the product 
Was misbranded but not adulterated. It was 
ordered that upon payment of the costs of the 
proceeding by the Manhattan Importing Com- 
pany, so called, or by J. Tampakes, and the 
execution and delivery of bond by them or 
either of them, in conformity with section 10 
of the act, fixed by the court at $500, the 
product should be released and delivered to 
said claimants. 


No. 1640, concerning the adulteration and 
misbranding of olive oil shipped by Anthony 
Sensoli, doing business under the name of the 
Italian Star Produce Company of New York,

The product was labeled:—‘‘Olio d'oliva Puris-

Adulteration was alleged in the information 
for the reason that a certain substance other 
than olive oil, to wit, cottonseed oil, had been 
mixed and packed with the product so as to 
reduce, lower and injuriously affect its quality 
and strength, and in that a certain substance 
other than olive oil, to wit, cottonseed oil, had 
been substituted in part for olive oil, and in 
that the product was colored with a yellow dye 
in such a manner as to conceal its inferiority. 


On April 11, 1912, the defendant entered a 
plea of guilty and the court imposed a fine 
of $20. 

No. 1666, concerning the adulteration of oil 


of thyme shipped by the Dodge & Olcott Com- 
pany of New York, having an office in St. 
Louis, Mo., on July 5, 1911, from Missouri to 
Utah. The product was labeledi‘—‘‘Oil Thyme 
ted Mottet & Co. 8 oz. net weight. From 
Dodge & Olcott Co., New York. D. & O. 8 oz. 
Net weight.’’ 

Analysis of a sample of the product by the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of 
Agriculture showed the following results:— 
Specific gravity, 0.90483; rotation, 20 deg. C., 
+ 9.57; refractive index 20 deg. C., 1.4793; 


thymol by absorption, 9.1 per cent.; soluble in 
one-half volume 95 per cent. alcohol; two vol- 
umes 80 per cent.; official phenol, absent. 





Adulteration was alleged in the information for 
the reason that the product was a drug within 
the meaning of the food and drugs act and 
was sold by a name recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopeeia, and it differed from the 
standard of strength, quality and purity as 
determined by the test laid down in the said 
Pharmacopeia in that the Pharmacopela pro- 
vided that oil of thyme should contain not 
less than 20 per cent. of thymol, whereas said 
product contained an appreciably less amount 
and quantity of thymol than 20 per cent. as 
required by said Pharmacopeia and the stand- 


ard of strength, quality and purity of said 
drug product was not plainly stated upon the 
bottle, box or other container thereof. 
On April 23, 1912, the defendant company 
entered a plea of nolo contendere and the 
court imposed a fine of $10 and costs.

ing territory this year, states that it is 
his belief that most of the flax that was 
sown by July 1 matured. That sown 
after that date was mostly what has suf- 


fered. He estimates that about 8 to # 
per cent. of the crop is saved. Of this 
probably 10 or 15 per cent. was damaged 
by frost and snow. This frosted seed, 
however, is still available for oil, and mzy 
produce more than the larger seed grown 
in Southern Minnesota. From this man’s 
observations he is led to believe that the 
Northwest, includ Montana, this year 
will have a crop of at least 25,000,090 bush- 
els. This, with the large crop in Western 
Canada, will mean that there will he more 
than enough seed to take care of domestic 
requirements the coming year. 

Only a small percentage of the total 
crop has been cut and threshed to date 
Other grains have been given a preference 
over flax, which accounts for some of the 
delay. Rains from now on would he a 
serious drawback and would probably te- 
sult in much of the crep being left in 
the fields all winter. 

Figures compiled by the Minnesota Im- 
migration Department from veports re- 
ceived from twenty-seven counties show 
an average yield of 12.25 bushels per acre. 
Reports from all the counties have not 
yet been reecived. 





Greater Care Urged in Exploiting 
Wares for Export, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 


Interesting advices are being received 
from commercial agents, consular officers 
and others in foreign countries regarding 
the desirability that American exporters 
shall use greater care in the preparation 
of circulars and other forms of communi- 
cation intended to interest foreign buyers 
in American products. The writers speak 
particularly of the necessity of care be- 
ing used by American exporters in their 
communications to Latin-American coun- 
tries, Italy, and southern Europe gener- 
ally, 

The principal point made in the sugges- 
tions regarding circulars and other forms 
of addressing foreign buyers is that the 
American exporters should acquaint 
themselves more with the real needs of 
particular markets and call attention to 
the special characteristics of American 
products for such markets. Attention is 
called to the fact that too often circulars 
are prepared in general terms, intended 
for all markets, and are not calculated in 
any way to enlist the special attention of 
buyers in any given country. In general, 
the comments on this class of circulariza- 
tion and other communications by Ameri- 
ican exporters to foreign buyers is that 
uniess particular pains are taken by all 
exporters the sending of such communica- 
tions in foreign markets is a waste of 
time and expense.

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, Oct. 7, 1912. 
Only four of the big fleet of oil tankers 
that are either loading or are under char- 


ter to load cargoes of oil at this port 
cleared during the week ending Satur- 
day. The total of their cargoes was 5,421,- 


837 gallons. This brings the total exports 
this year of petroleum in bulk up to 227,- 
451,326 gallons. During the same period in 
1911 the total bulk exports amounted to 
269,008,027 gallons. 

But the figures from the office of the 
Collector of the Port not only show that 
September shipments of petroleum and its 
products were the heaviest of the year, 
but that in many items it was far ahead 
of busy months in previous record-break- 
ing years. The export figures for the en- 
tire month of September, 1912, are as fol- 
lows:—Illuminating oil, 37,499,611 gallons; 
lubricating oil, 4,458,387 gallons; gasoline, 
274,146 gallons; naphtha, 448,035 gallons; gas 
and fuel oils, 4,994,207 gallons. During the

Friday Noon, Oct. 11, 1912, 


There has been little to invest the 
week’s developments with particular in- 
terest. Quotations for crude have re- 
mained on an unaltered basis through- 
out, and field operations have been 
of a more or less routine character. A 
review of the Eastern fields for the 
week notes 164 completions, 54 dry 
holes and 5,200 barrels of new produc- 
tion, as compared with 199 completions, 
63 dry holes and 7,573 barrels of new 
production previously. In both comple- 
tions and new productions the most 
material declines were charged against 
the West Virginia and Illinois fields. 
While West Virginia continues to lead 
in the number of new wells brought in, 
Illinois maintains first place in the 
new production column. The falling 
off in West Virginia results is due 
chiefly to the slump in the Blue Creek 
field of Kanawha county. The excep- 
tional producer of the previous week 
in that field has been credited with 
holding up at the rate of 500 barrels 
per day, far exceeding the capacity of 
any other well in the development. The 
total output of the pool is reported as 
9,500 barrels, not including the 600 bar- 
rels credited to the Berea sand pool 
on Falling Rock Creek. Drilling in the 
old Shinnston pool, Harrison county, 
has been stimulated by the recent 
bringing in of a well of the gusher type, 
which has been maintaining a capacity 
of 150 barrels a day, and a late comple- 
tion one-half mile north of Shinnston 
was reported to have come in at the 
rate of 20 barrels an hour. The new 
Berea grit development in Roane coun- 
ty also continues to attract the in- 
terest of operators and a 40-barrel well 
marked the week’s results there. In 
the Southeastern Ohio field the deep 
sand territory continues to furnish the 
bulk of the new production. In Perry 
county, in Reading township, seven 
producing wells were credited with an 
aggregate of 750 barrels a day, with the 
best flowing at the rate of 200 barrels 
a day. The hope of bringing the 
Wooster field of Wayne county into the 
producing list has been further en- 
couraged by the recent completion of 
a well which was reported to be show- 
ing for 30 barrels, the first oil well 
found in the field for several weeks. 

In the week’s operations in Kentucky 


no important results have been ne ts ‘ 
ie 


Interest in extending the limits of 

Wayne county producing territory has 
been dampened by a number of failures. 
Developments along the Wayne-Mc- 
Creary border, however, are reported 
to be gradually proving an extension 





A prolific district 
been established in Mc- 
which is now closely 
the developed area of 
lower Wayne county by a series of 
tests. Drilling in Allen county has 
assumed new animation as the result 
of late strikes there, but operations are 
retarded by the remoteness of the 
field from the base of supplies. A deep 
test in Knox county is under good 
headway, and the intention is to con- 
tinue drilling to the 2,000-foot sand, 
making it the deepest venture so far 
in Southeastern Kentucky. 

Ordinary results have characterized 


in that direction. 
has already 
Creary county, 
connected with 


the week’s operations in the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana. A slight gain in the former 


section was about counterbalanced by 
a decline in the latter. In the Ohio 
section the most interesting develop- 
ments are in progress in Hancock coun- 
ty, but Wood county is still in the 
lead in the week’s new production rec- 
ord. Illinois advices show a slight de- 
cline in completed work for the week 
and a more than proportionate decrease 
in new production. Despite the latter 
showing, several exceptional wells have 
been drilled during the week in Law- 
rence county. The best of these com- 
pletions is credited with an initial pro- 
duction of 635 barrels a day. Another 
well above the average came in at the 
rate of 275 barrels, while two others 
placed 200 barrels to their credit. In- 
terest in the Allendale pool of Wabash 
county has been abating and the only 
completion to mark the week’s opera- 
tions there was a well showing for a 
20-barrel pumper. There was a ma- 
terial falling off in the new production 
of Crawford county during the week. 

Mid-continent field operations con- 
tinue to show the active extent of drill- 
ing, and more than the usual interest 
centers in some of the wells in course 
of drilling as having an important 
bearing upon extensions from defined 


territory. Tests of this character are 
in progress in the Cleveland and 
Cushing fields. In the latter a well 


which yielded 500 barrels a day from 
the Layton sand has increased its pro- 
duction to 600 barrels by deeper drill- 
ing. In the Schulter field a record 
completion has been reported, coming 
in at 1,200 barrels.

During the past week in the high grade 
fields there was a marked decrease in com- 
pletions all around, and every field showed a 
decline in new production with the exception 
of the Kentucky field, which showed a slight 
gain. <A total of 164 wells were completed, 
54 were dry holes and gassers, while the new 
production amounted to 5,200 barrels, a de- 
crease of 2,478 barrels from the previous fig- 
ures, The completed wells showed a decrease 
of 35, while the gas wells and dry holes de- 
clined nine. The Blue Creek fleld in Kanawha 
county, West Virginia, shows a decline of 
over 600 barrels in new production, and the 
Lawrence county field, Illinois, shows a de- 
crease of 435 barrels of new production, The 
State of West Virginia was the one to show 
the largest decrease, amounting to 1,069 bar- 
rels. The Lllinois fields are credited with 
over half of the total production of the week. 
The Lawrence county field in Illinois was the 
most active, and showed the largest produc- 
tion during the week, placing 2,445 barrels to 
its credit, while the best that the Blue Creek 
field in the Little Mountain State could offer 
was 1,140 barrels of new production, 

The Southeastern Ohio flelds offered noth- 
ing better than light wells during the past 
week. Interest in the southern extension 
of the deep sand territory, in Perry and 
Hocking counties, is increasing, while to the 
north waning. The Northwestern Ohio flelds 
are on a wane to some extent, as very few 
wells out of the ordinary have been found 
during the present year. It was thought 
that with the advanced price of the crude 
product that operations would pick up more 
than they did. 

The Kentucky fields show renewed activ- 
ity during the past few days, and a number 
of fair sized wells were reported from the 
Wayne county development. 


West Virginia.

which snows mucn better staying qualities than 
the wells found in the Blue Creek field, wnicn 
tind the oil in the Squaw sand. ‘The latest 
completion in this district is the O’Connell U1 
Company’s sixth test on the Goshorn tract, 
which snowed a production of 15U barrels tne 
ensuing twenty-four hours. Weir bros. com- 
pieted No. 22 on their own tract, and it is 
a 5U-barrel producer. O’Conneli O11 Company 
got one of tne same kind when they compieted 
No. 7 on the Goshorn tract. This tract is lo- 
cated south of the Weir Bros. farm and is the 
most profitable farm in that section. 

In the southwest extension the South Penn 
Oil Company completed a second test on the 
KE. C, Byers tarm, and it is showing for a 
125-barrel producer. 

The chances tor another extension to the 
scuthwest development received a setback the 
past week when the Schwartz Oil Company 
completed a test on the Benjamin Bear lot 103, 
located in Louden district, and a few miles 
north of Charleston, and it resulted in a dry 
hole in the Squaw sand. This makes the fourth 
well completed in the vicinity of Charleston, 
and it looks very slim for the finding of the 
crude product. 

In the way of experimental work Ritchie 
county has as much as any other district. The 
past week did not supply anything better than 
light producers, but this will be no hindrance 
to a continuance of activity. As compared 
with the deep sand territory, Ritchie county 
holds inducements to take greater chances, tor 
the cost of drilling is much smaller. In the 
extreme lower southwest portion of the State, 
where operating has been more or less a fea- 
ture all through the year, there is less doing 
than for months, Many operators based their 
hopes on finding some strictly new producing 
territory, 

The gas companies are doing considerable 
work in Tyler county. Pleasants county show- 
ed the completion of one good well the past 
week, while Wood county has nothing to 
offer but small completions. In Harrison coun- 
ty operations are showing an increase and 
attention is being paid to the old Shinnston 
pool, where a gusher well was completed the 
previous week, the first in a number of years. 
This section, however, is well defined with 
the exception of the north direction, where a 
number of new wells are now being put down. 
The gas concerns are also having fair success 
with their completions in this development. 

During the past week in the West Virginia 
oil regions a total of 44 wells were completed, 
of which number 21 were dry holes and 
gassers, while the new production amounted 
to 1,483 barrels. This shows a decrease of 33 
completed wells, 12 less were dry and gas 
wells, while the new production shows a loss 
of 1,069 barrels. Kanawha county leads as 
usual in completed work, having 16 completed 
wells, of which five were dry, while the new 
production amounted to 1,140 barrels. 


Pennsylvania. 


During the past week in the Pennsylvania- 
Southern New York oil and gas regions 29 
wells were completed, of which 8 were gassers 
and dry holes, the new production amounting 
to 817 barrels. ‘This is an increase of two in 
completed wells over the previous report, 
while the gas wells and dry holes remain the 
same, the new production shows a gain of but 
12 barrels. 

The Canonsburg field in Washington county 
is the most interesting section of the old fields 
at this time, and some new work is being 
started. The Wildwood Oil Company's test on 
the Tannehill is still holding up at 165 barrels 
a day. This well came in several weeks ago 
at 100 barrels. A few wells are being started 
outside of borough limits. A few wells are 
also being drilled inside of defined limits. Al- 
legheny county is furnishing the bulk of com- 
pletions at this time. 

In Washington county the Manufacturers’ 
Light and Heat Company completed No. 3 
on the Carlonie Clark farm, and it is a 15- 
barrel pumper. In Greene county Titus and 
Garrison completed a fifth test on the James 
and it is a 25-barrel well in

Other completions in this 
district resulted in light oilers or gassers. 

_ During the past month in the Pennsylvania- 
Southern New York oil and gas regions a 
total of 252 wells were completed, of which 
number 69 were dry holes and gas wells, while 
the remaining wells showed a new produc- 
tion of 720 barrels. 


Southeastern Ohio. 


A big decline is noticeable in the Southeast- 
ern Ohio fields in the amount of new produc- 
tion, as it only amounts to 262 barrels, while 
the previous report showed a production of 745 
barrels, ‘Thirty-one wells were completed, one 
more than the previous week. Nineteen dry 
holes and gas weils were completed, while the 
previous report shows the completion of 14, an 
increase of 5. The big drop is due to the 
failure of Perry county, the main producing 
field in the State, to show the completion ot 
one oil well, as 5 dry holes and gas wells 
were completed. Hocking county, the other 
main producing field, showed the completion of 
two wells, one was dry, while the new produc- 
tion amounted to 80 barrels. Fairfield and 
Licking counties were the only other sections 
to show any oil production. In the shallow 
sand fields light we:is were the rule for the 
week’s completion. In Washington county @ 
wells were completed, 2 was dry and the new 
production was but 3d burrels, in Morgan 
county 2 o-barrel wells were found. Three oil 
producers in Monroe county showed 17 barrels 
of production. Outside of the new development 
in Washington township, Belmont county, the 
shallow sand fields have nothing to offer. Fer- 
geson Bros. are starting a number of addi- 
Uonal tests in the vicinity of their gusher on 
the Shephard farm. Other operators from 
other fields are leasing territo:y in advance, 
and they will start a number of wells at once. 

While the deep sand field shows an increase 
in activity, the completions are net coming 
in very fast, and as a result a big decline is 
noticeable in the amount of new production, 
in Falls Gere township, Hocking county, the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Company com- 
pleted a fourth test on the G. W. Hite farm, 
and it showed a production of 125 barrels when 
drilled in, but later declined to 80 barrels a 
day. The development in Starr township is the 
most interesting at this time and a number of 
wells are being started in the vicinity of the 
Logan Company’s test on the Columbus Brick 
and Terra Cotta Company’s lands. In the vi- 
cinity of New Straitsville, in Coal township, 
Perry county, the Plymouth Oil Company, on 
its lease near Hemlock, has drilled in the 
sand. This location is said to be one of the 
best in that territory, and a good well is 
looked for. Several of the largest wells in that 
part of the field have been drilled in the 
northern part of the field. The Bowen-Moore 
people, on their 80-acre tract, known as the 
Bolt-Gardner lease, just north of Bessie Fur- 
nace, is putting in a rig. ‘This well is sur- 
rounded by some of the largest producers in the 
field. This company is still leasing in an ac- 
tive way, and during the past week they 
leased up close to 500 acres, 

During the past month in the Southeastern 
Ohio fields a total of 109 wells were completed, 
40 were dry holes and gas wells, while the 
new production amounted to 929 barrels. The 
Perry and Hocking county development showed 
the bulk of the new production, 


Central Ohio. 


_ The Central Ohio fields are showing a gradual 
increase in new work starting and under way, 
and new wells are being put down in all sec- 
tions of the development, with the most new 
work starting in Ashland and Licking coun- 
ties, A number of good gassers are being 
found from time to time. The Montgomery 
field in Ashland county is showing the largest 
number of completions, while other sections 
of the State are also coming up to expecta- 
tions. The present month in the gas fields 
should show a good-sized increase in all 
branches, as it has started at record pace. In 
the Hopewell pool, in Hopewell township, the 
Columbus Gas and Fuel Company completed 
their initial test on the S. J. Iden farm, and 
it is a 25-barrel producer in the Clinton sand. 
Their No. 1 on the J. A. Redman farm start- 
ed at the rate of 80 barrels, but later declined 
to 30 barrels. 

The Wooster field, in Wayne county, after 
showing the completion of a number of dry 
holes, has come to the front with a producer. 
The Columbia Fuel Company completed a 
fourth test on the W. H. Albright farm, and 
it is showing for a 30-barrel well. This is the 
first oil well that has been found for several 
weeks. A number of other wells are drilling 
and it will be several weeks before they are 
in. In Congress township the Medina Oil and 
Gas Company shot its test on the W. B. Tay- 
lor farm and it will make a 100,000 cubic 
foot gas well. In East Union township Neff 
and Overman are due in the sand with a test 
on the J. B. Eyman farm. 

During the past month in the Central Ohio 
fields a total of 89 wells were completed, 53 
were dry holes and gas wells, while the new 
oil production amounted to 100 barrels. The 
gas production was over 83,000,000 cubic feet, 
twice as much as the previous month’s report. 
Ashland county led as usual in completions, 
having 23; 14 were gas wells and 9 were dry. 
Licking county was next with 19; 12 were gas, 
5 were dry and 2 were oil wells with a com- 
bined production of 45 barrels. Nine wells 
were completed in Knox county; 6 were gas 
and 3 were dry holes. In Hocking county, 
7 were completed; 6 were gas and 1 was a 
duster. Wayne county had 4 completions; 4 
were dry and two were gassers. In Richland 
county, 4 gassers were found, while in Cuya- 
hoga county, 3 gas wells and 1 dry hole was 
the best found. Perry had 3 wells; 2 were 
gassers and 1 oil well with a production of 30 
barrels. Fairfield had 4 completions; 1 dry 
and 3 gassers. Muskingum county had 3 
dusters. No completions were reported from 
Tuscarawas and Athens county. In Coshoc- 
ton county, 2 wells were finished; 1 was a 25- 
barrel preducer and the other a dry hole. Me- 
dina had 2 gas wells and Lorain had 1 gasser 
and 1 duster. Summit county had 1 dry hole.

capacity of its pipe line. This amount would 
have built a line as far south as the Central 


would have required and it would have been in- 
dependent.

Altoona The first well started at twenty-five 
barrels, the oil being 33 gravity and a good 
grade. There were thirty feet of sand and it 
was found at 900 feet. The second well was 
located a quarter of a mile to the southwest 
and it was a failure. Then a third hole was 
drilled on a location to the northeast and it 


failed also to find the pay. It is now believed 
that the pool extends northwest and southeast 
if there is a pool.

Last week it 
er | ye new well on the property and it 
Started off at about 150 barrels B 
the top of the derrick. a 
THE PIPE LINE RUNS. 
The total pipe line runs of the thr 
lines of the mid-eontinent field Pay RK 2g 
aging about 300,000 barrels a month more than 
they were the first of the year and 300,000 to 
000,000 barrels a month more than ‘during 
February, March, April and May. The daily 
average in January was 113,333 barrels a day 
and in September 128,582 barrels. At the 
Same time the deliveries have increased from 
about 107,833 barrels a day in January to 
137,777 barrels a day in September. The total 
runs for the first nine months of the year 
aggregated 32,760,437 barrels and the deliv- 
eries 34,784,873 barrels, showing that almost 
3,000,000 barrels of oil have been taken out 
of stock this year. The Prairie alone has 
drawn upon its reserve stocks to the amount 
of 2,779,763 barrels. The Prairie’s runs have 
been about 22,601,000 barrels this year, against 
deliveries amounting to 25,081,000 barrels. The 


total runs last year for the first nine months 
were 39,012,015 barrels, or about, 7,738,000 
barrels more than for the same period this 
year. The pipe line runs last year during the 
first nine months exceeded the deliveries by

PETROLEUM 
OPMENTS. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Los Angeles, Oct. 5, 1912. 

A peculiar situation has arisen over the plan 
generally adopted among many producing com- 
panies in ‘‘cleaning’’ their oil before delivering 
it to the marketing companies. Much of the 
oil in some districts contains a certain amount 
of sediment which it is necessary to extract 
before the marketing companies will accept it. 

It has been the custom of the operators to 
“‘steam’’ the oil, thereby causing the sedi- 
ment to settle and enabling the pure oil to be 
taken off from the top of the tank or sump 
hole. 

In this process a certain quantity of the vola- 
tile matters in the oil have necessarily passed 
off in vapor, and the gravity of the oil has 
been reduced, in some instances, several de- 
grees. 

This fact has caused the Standard to issue 
notice that it will hereafter receive no oil 
under 18 degrees in gravity, and the company 
has abrogated its contracts with several com, 
panies from which it was buying oil. 

But this is not the most serious part of the 
business. Scores of producers have been treat- 
ing their oil and have maintained the gravity 
above the 18-degree point, against which no 
complaint could be made by the purchasing 
companies, 

However, in the course of business during 
the dull times and the reign of low prices, the 
producers have sought to economize at every 
turn and save all they could from their prod- 
uct. Some ingenious producers evolved schemes 
of one kind and another to condense the fumes 
of the oil evolved during the ‘‘steaming’’ proc- 
ess, and in this way extracting considerable 
quantities of high-grade gasoline—a commodity 
which at the present time is in big demand on 
the coast and finds ready markets at constantly 
increasing prices, 

The producers have been quick to see the 
possibilities involved in making a highly profit- 
able use of something that has heretofore gone 
entirely to waste, and the installation of 
‘‘topping plants’’ and ‘‘condensing plants’’ has 
become a very popular industry, and scores 
of producing companies have thus built up a 
thriving gasoline business, and scores of others 
are making arrangements to do the same 
thing. 

Now comes the announcement that no oil 
will be accepted by the Standard—and it is 
understood the Union and the Associated have 
adopted a similar course—that has been ‘‘treat- 
ed.”’ The fact that the producers are now 
utilizing what was once an absolute waste is 
not taken into consideration. The fact that the 
zravity of the oil is maintained has no weight. 
The purchasing companies insist that their 
contracts call for ‘‘ecrude oil’? and assert that 
oil is not ‘‘crude’’ if anything has been taken 
from it, which is probably technically correct, 
It is of no use to argue that this gasoline 
which is now saved by the producer has here- 
tofore passed off in the air and lost. It is 
now being saved and the purchasing concerns 
want it, claiming they are buying not only the 
oil, but everything that is in it. The Union 
and the Standard are refining concerns and 
large marketers of gasoline, and if there is 
uny gasoline in oil as it comes from the ground 
they will insist on having it. What the pro- 
ducers complain of is that in the process of 
putting the oil in condition so the purchasing 
companies would take it at any price a method 
was discovered of utilizing a waste material, 
and now they are forbidden to make use of 
the ideas evolved in their own brains. 

What effect the policy will have on producers 
generaily, it is yet too early to state. Some 
companies are already up in arms about it, and 
one Coalinga company now selling to the 
Standard states that it is going to make gaso- 
line, and if the Standard does not care to take 
its oil it can abrogate its contract. 

Under the present conditions of the gasoline 
market and the low price of crude oil many 
producing companies have announced their in- 
tention of doing just what the Coalinga concern 
above referred to proposes doing. 

As simple and unimportant a question as it 
appears on the surface, there are possibilities 
of a revolution in the oil business or an entire 
readjustment of the methods of handling oil on 
this coast. 

The last monthly oil report—that for opera- 
tions in August—published last week, is re- 
ceived by oil men generally here as pointing 
to better conditions in the industry in the 
near future. The fact that the production is 
increasing is not considered alarming in con- 
nection with the increased consumption which 
is gaining on the output. The present differ- 
ence between output and deliveries of only 
12,000 barrels a day is hardly taken into con- 
sideration, and producers here will never be 
alarmed at any surplus that falls short of 
50,000,000 barrels. 

FIELD NOTES. 


The General Petroleum Company is running 
twenty strings of tools in the Sunset-Midway 
field. It is now operating on nine different 
properties scattered through the district. The 
company is also drilling in the Lost Hills, Bel- 
ridge and Fullerton fields. 

The company is gradually adding to its hold- 
ings and is now ranked among the largest 
operating concerns in the State. .The entire 
holdings of the Thirty Thirty-two Oil and Land 
Company have just been taken over, which 
consists of 300 acres, located in section 30-12-23 
and %2-12-23 in the Sunset-Midway. The price 
paid for the property is reported to be $271,000. 

The Section Two Syndicate, on section 2-32-23 
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in the Sunset-Midway, has just brought in its 
No. 1 at a depth of 2,656 feet, and the well 
looks like a gusher. The flow is restrained and 
the oi. is coming through a five-eighths opening 
under a 500-pound gas pressure. Even under 
this handicap the well is doing 1,000 barrels a 
day ot 28 gravity oil, 

The Kansas Crude Oil Company’s No. 1, 
near Beverly, in the far western extension of 
the Salt Lake field, is showing for a 250-barrel 
producer. Tere is a very heavy gas pressure, 
and the hole “‘sands up’’ frequently, but when 
it cleans itself out it will be a good one. The 
location opens up considerable new territory 
in this section, 

The Walker Brand Oil Company, drilling a 
test well on section 19-3-9 in the La Habra 
Valley, has struck the sand at 3,100 feet, and 
the indications are that a good well will be 
brought in in a short time. The well is about 
a mile east of the Amalgamated wells on sec- 
tion 13-35-10, and indicates that the belt ex- 
tends in that direction rather than to the west, 
as at first supposed. 

The Cornerstone Oil Company, on _ section 
4-3-10, in the La Habra Valley, is also reported 
in the sand with a good showing. ‘This well is 
about two miles due west of Brea Canyon 
and is also considered in wildcat territory. In 
fact, every well drilling in the La Habra Val- 
ley, except those in proximity to the Amal- 
gamated group, are wildcats, and the work has 
not proceeded far enough yet to get any line 
on the general trend of the productive sands. 

The first 12-inch line of the Midway Gas Com- 
pany, from the Buena Vista gas fields to Los 
Angeles, has been completed, and last week 
gas was turned into the line. The company 
expects to be delivering gas to Los Angeles 
within two weeks. Work has been begun on 
a second line, which will be a 16-inch affair. 
It will parallel the 12-inch line, 

The K., T. and O. Company is still rushing 
work on all its properties in the Sunset-Mid- 
way district and has recently increased its 
activities in the Coalinga field On section 35- 
19-15, at Coalinga, the company last week 
brought in @ well—No. 5—which is flowing 
1,200 barrels a day. No. 7 on the same section 
has just come in and is doing 1,000 barrels. 
The vil is 22 gravity and the wells are under 
perfect control. The company is building 
eleven new rigs on some of its west side prop- 
erties 

The big wharf at the Standard refinery at EI 
Segundo is about finished, and boats are now 
arriving with crude and clearing with refined 
products. The steamer Lucas left last week 
with a cargo of refined goods for points in the 
Orient. There are three ships—the El Segundo, 
the Richmond and the Casaba—being sent from 
the Atlantic coast for service between El Se- 
gundo end Oriental points. With the opening 
of the canal other ships will be put in service 
for points east. 

The Pacific Crude Oil Company has given an 
option on its property in the Sunset-Midway 
field at the stated price of $750,000. The prop- 
erty consists of 50 acres on which is located the 
big well that has for some time been one of 
the sensations of the State. It is still flowing 
at a rate of a little less than 6,000 barrels a 
day, and in four months has returned over, 
$400,000 to the owners. A second well is now 
being crilled on the property. 

The test well drilled on the John Bull tract, 
two miles east of the main Cat Canyon devel- 
opment, is now making 200 barrels a day. As 
the well cleans itself out it is getting better, 
and the territory is proved beyond doubt to be 
good, A large area is demonstrated to be oil 
territory by this strike. 

The California Petroleum Company is the 
name of the new concern that was recently 
organized in New York to take over the Do- 
heny interests in this State, consisting of the 
American Petroleum Company and the Amer- 
ican Oilfields, Ltd. The capitalization of the 
new concern is $35,000,000. Both the consoli- 
dated companies are members of the Independ- 
ent Producers Agency and are tied up with 
that concern for a term of eight years to come, 
but membership in the Agency just now is 
not looked on as a detriment, but rather an 
asset, and these companies in particular are 
in excellent shape, as they were accepted as 
Agency members under an arrangement where- 
by they were guaranteed 5) cents per barrel 
for their entire production. It is said the 
stock in the new concern has already been 
oversubscribed.

Palestine’s Imports of Chemicals, 
Drugs, Acids, Etc, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 

In a review of the commercial condi- 
tions in Palestine, which has been received 
at the Commerce Department from the 
Vice-Consul at Jerusalem, the statement 
is made that the chemicals, drugs, acids, 
ete., that are imperted into that dis- 
trict are chiefly of German and British 
origin. Toilet supplies and some proprie- 
tary medicines come from the United 
States, but largely through British 
houses. 

The statement is made also in this 
report that “about 232,000 cases of illumi- 
nating oil were imported at Jaffa in 
1911, of which 40 per cent. was the share 
of an American company, as against 25 
per cent. in 1910. All of the remainder 
was Russian oil, except 8,000 cases from 
Roumania. American benzine and gaso- 
line to the amount of 3,300 cases were 
also imported in 1911. Linseed and lubri- 
cating oils came from Egypt, Russia, 
France, Austria and England. A cheap 
grade of olive oil for soap making comes 
from nearby parts of Turkey, showing a 
considerable increase in 1911."’ 

Discussing the trade in seeds and soap 
the statement is in this review that the 
increase in the exports of sesame seeds 
was almost entirely duc to the greater 
value of the article. The exports in- 
creased nearly three-fold. The product 
is said to be chiefly sent to Austria, Rus- 
sia and France. Purchases of soap in the 
Palestine district are said to be con- 
fined largely to trade with Egypt. Soap 
factories located in four or five towns 
throughout Palestine purchase olive oil 
and caustic acid in considerable quan- 
tities, and these imports increased during 
the past year. Prices of olive oil in the 
Palestine district are quoted at from $2.93 
to $3.28 per 52% pints. 

The statement is also made in this 
report that during _the past year an 
American firm investigated the possibili- 
ties of importing sesame oil direct from 
Palestine, instead from Marseille or 
Trieste. They ascertained, however, that 
the Marseilles prices for god qualities of 
sesame oil were less than those obtain- 
able in the Palestine district.

TRADE ITEMS. 


On application of counsel for the gov- 
ernment and thirteen vil pipe line com- 
panies, the Commerce Court decided to 
hear on October 24 urguments on the 
constitutionality of the order of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission re- 
quiring the companies to file schedules 
of their rates for transporting oil. 

The Atlas Glass Works, Limited, have 
acquired an extensive area of land in 
Montreal West, consisting of 700,000 
Square feet, and will erect a large plant 
and either use the portion of the ground 
not required for workmen’s cottages, 
or subdivide it and dispose of it. The 
company will engage in the manufac- 
ture of glass bottles, lamp chimneys 
and dishes of the usual variety. David 
Pugh, managing director, has been 
visiting various glass plants in the 
United States, 

The Kissel Motor Car Company has 
secured an additional plant at Mil- 
waukee that is practically ready for 
occupany and well situated fin relation 
to the main factories at Hartford, Wis. 
Both plants are on the Chicago, Mil- 
Waukee and St. Paul railroad, about 
twenty-eight miles apart, which will 
greatly facilitate the present plan of 
manufacturing the parts at Hartford, 
as heretofore, but assembling the 
greater number of cars at Milwaukee. 
The main offices will be removed to 
Milwaukee, 


William Georgeson, is head of the 
syndicate which would engage in the 
big undertaking of piping the natural 
gas of Medicine Hat to Winnipeg. The 
undertaking will necessitate the laying 
of trunk mains from Medicine Hat to 
Winnipeg, a distance as the crow flies 
of 650 miles, but with the meandering 
of a pipe line in order to supply many 
prosperous cities between the two 
points, a considerably greater distance 
will probably be covered. The enter- 
prise will require the outlay of many 
millions of dollars, one estimate being 
as high as $20,000,000. 


The British steamer Dunholme and 
the Norwegian bark Concordia were 
totally destroyed by fire on the night 
of October 10 at Bayonne, N. J. The 
Dunholme was loaded with case oil, and 
about ready to sail for Denmark. The 
plant of the Standard Oil Company 
Was endangered for a time and also 
three large steamers, which were heav- 
ily laden with petroleum. The fire 
spread to the other steamers, but seri- 
ous damage was avoided by the quick 
work of the fire fighting force of the 
oil company. The loss is estimated at 
$500,000, and is partially covered by in- 
surance. 

It was suggested during the past 
week that President Taft appoint an 
importer to fill the vacancy on the Gen- 
eral Appraisers’ Investigating Commit- 
tee made by the resignation of Chandler 
P. Anderson. It was pointed out that 
inasmuch as the Treasury Department 
is represented by Collector Loeb and 
the Department of Justice by Assistant 
Attorney-General W. TT, Denison, it 
would only be fair to give the import- 
ing interests a representation. The ap- 
pointment would carry no salary, and 
any number of merchants might be 
found who would be glad to serve just 
for the honor of it. 

A pretended secret process for manu- 
facturing paint which is alleged to be 
the basis of a scheme to defraud re- 
sulted in the arrest on October 7 of 
Charles R. Ubelmesser, in a suit by 
Lorenzo B., Vander Hoff, also naming 
as defendants William Thomas, Jr., 
president; Edwin L. Graft, secretary, 
and William Wenderhold, treasurer of 
the concern, at 50 Church street, which 
advertised for bright young men with* 
capital to go into business. The plain- 
tiff says he was induced to part with 
$1,000 for 200 shares of stock in the 
paint company and was made general 
manager at $75 a week. In his applica- 
tion for the arrest of Ubelmesser he 
said he became suspicious when he 
saw a number of men coming to the of- 
fice. Then he questioned the men and 
they told him they had bought stock 
for their jobs. Vander Hoff says he 
finally learned that there is no secret 
process at all, but that if the defend- 
ants get an order for paint they buy 
it from some other firm. 
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Semi-Annual Review of Messina 
Essences 


Ivitzsche Brothers, of this city, have is- 
sued the following semi-annual review 
covering the conditions in the market for 
the Messina essences during last spring 
and summer: 

Rergamot Oil.—The abnormally high prices 
of oil of bergamot have induced a@ very con- 
siderable portion of the consuming trade to 
turn to substitutes, and this has curtailed the 
demand for this oil to about one-half of a 
normal consumption in years past. It was, 
therefore, only due to the fact that last sea- 
son's crop was unnaturally small that this oil 
could, in spite of the above described condi- 
tions, hold its firm position throughout the 
season, 

The new blossom of the trees were not 
promising at all. The winter had shown a 
considerable lack of rain, and after the Jan- 
uary tempests had deprived the majority of 
the trees of nearly all their foliage they did

Federal Commission of Industria] 
Relations 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 
The fact that practically every industry 
in the country is directly or indirectly 
interested in the arrangements to be made 
perfecting the proposed Commission of 
Industrial Relations makes it a matter of 
here as to when President 
Taft is to take action appointing the 
members of this commission. It is re- 


garded as highly important if anything 
is to be accomplished by the commission 
that it shall be speedily organized and 
set at work making investigations as out- 


speculation 
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lined for it in the law passed by Congress 
at the recent session. 

The measure which Congress passed 
states that three members of the proposed 
Industrial Commission must be composed 
of “labor representatives,’’ which is un- 
derstood to mean members of labor organ- 
izations or officials thereof, and another 
feature of the law is that three other 
members of the commission must be em- 
ployers of labor. ‘This latter provision is 
interpreted to mean manufacturers who 
are employers of labor to a greater or 
less extent, 

It is evident that in the midst of the 
campaign President Taft will give appar- 
ently little attention to the organizing of 
this commission, but he has at least taken 
one step towards securing recommenda- 
tions for a part of the commission mem- 
bership. The whole subject has been 
placed in charge of Secretary Nagel, of 
the Commerce Department, and he has 
referred the question of membership rep- 
resenting labor and employers of labor to 
Dr. Neill, head of the Labor Bureau in 
the Commerce Department. Dr. Neill has 
been busy recently, engaged with Mr. Jus- 
Knapp, of the Commerce Court, in 
arbitrating wage conditions between the 
railroads and their employes in different 
parts of the country, and this arbitration 
has just reached a final adjustment. It is 
assumed that Dr. Neill will now take up 
and make a report to the Secretary, and 
through the Secretary to the President, 
of the commissioners to serve as members 
of the proposed board dealing with indus- 
trial relations.

Doubt is expressed among thoughtful 
observers of industrial affairs here that 
much good is to be accomplished by the 
investigations of this proposed commis 
sion. The work of the commission is to 
be confined to three years, annual reports 
must be made and a final report at the 
end of the three-year period covering 
practically every relation between em- 
ployer and employe in the multifarious 
industries of the country. 

Doubtless there will be much activity 
among representatives of the various in- 
dustries to have representation upon this 
commission in order that facts may be set 
forth calculated to impress Congress 
with the conditions existing in such indus- 
tries.

Although virtually limited to five 
days’ business by the advent and gen- 
eral observance of Columbus Day at 
the end of the week, the wholesale drug 
trade has enjoyed a buying movement 
within the interval second to none for 
any similar period so far this year. 
Orders for the so-called cold weather 
commodities have reached large pro- 
portions and almost all the staple lines 
have moved in constantly increasing 
volume into consuming channels. 
Prices, moreover, have continued to fa- 
vor sellers for the most part, principal- 
ly because of shortages in many of the 
botanical crops in Europe, Asia and 
Africa, which have suffered serious cui- 
tailment this year asa result of drought 
in some of the producing regions 
und torrential rains and floods in 
others. Spot stocks of a large number 
of crude drugs have become almost de- 
pleted and quotations have consequent- 
ly been raised steadily to unprecendent- 
edly high levels. 

The spread of political upheavals and 
warfare through the Balkan States and 
the joining of at least one of these 
States in the campaign against Turkey 
has made it increasingly difficult to 
obtain shipments of opium and even to 
communicate with the primary mar- 
kets in the latter country. As local 
supplies of this narcotic are far from 
plentiful, and there appears to be no 
immediate prospect of replenishing 
them from the principal source of sup- 
ply for the medicinal world, further 
advances are looked for daily in the 
prices of opium. Within the week, 
however, no changes have been made 
in quotations on this commodity. 

Further reflection of the disastrous 
consequences of the typhoon, which 
swept over Japan recently has been 
noted in the menthol market, but has 
not yet been recorded in the isinglass, 
camphor or Japan wax markets. An 
additional advance in the import cost 
of star anise oil has been responded 
to by local holders with another sharp 
marking up of quotations for this es- 
sence and. similarly large upward 
movements have occured in other ar- 
ticles in the essential oil list, including 
bois de rose, Java citronella and clove 
oils. Foreign competition, however, has 
brought abeut some shading of syn- 
thetic wintergreen oil. Among other 
drugs and commodities in the general 
drug group to record advances in prices 
have been glycerine, guarana, santo- 
nine, Russian cantharides, menthol, 
Russian ergot, long buchu leaves thy- 
mol, benzoic acid ex toluol, balsam tolu, 
lemon peel, cannabis indica, henna and 
pulsatilla leaves, senega root, Smyrna 
and South American canary seed, cel- 
ery and larkspur seeds, cloves and some 
varieties of carnauba wax. Reductions 
in prices have been made in gum 
mastic, French marjoram, gentian, cut 
althea and Belgian valerian roots, large 
German fennel seed, Dutch poppy seed, 
prickly ash berries, Japan chillies,-bay- 
berry wax, colocynth apple pulp, liquid 
styrax and Truxillo coca leaves.

Opium. 


Increasing difficulties are being en- 
countered in attempting to import the 
narcotic from Turkey and even in com- 
cunicating with the principal markets 
in that country because of the hostile 
attitude assumed toward the Ottoman 
Empire by the Balkan States and the 
open declaration of war upon that 
power by at least one of these States. 
Though it is presumed that the big Eu- 
ropean powers will soon unite in stop- 
ping the warfare between Italy and 
Turkey and the threatened joining of 
the Balkans in the campaign against 
that empire, no such intervention has 
yet occurred, and meanwhile shipmen's

of opium from that country to other 
parts of the world are being held back 
by the unwillingness of the Turkish in- 
terests to ship in other than neutral 
ships, which are very scarce at the mo- 
ment. A resultant stiffening of both 
the Smyrna and Constantinople mar- 
kets has been recorded within the weck, 
but, although spot stocks have been 
greatly depleted and there seems to be 
no immediate prospect of replenishing 
them, prices in the local market re- 
main unchanged. The leading importer 
and all other holders are still offering 
their comparatively small stocks at $7.16 
in cases and at $7.20 in less than case 
lots. The powdered and_ granular 
grades likewise continue to be offered 


at $7.80 and $8.20, respectively. The 
marked difference between prices for 


the granular and powdered grades is 
due as mentioned previously in these 
columns to the comparative overpro- 
duction of the powder while manufac- 
turing the granular grade and the rela- 
tive scarcity of the latter grade, aris- 
ing from the fact that all opium will 
not granulate. 


Quinine. 


As shipments of cinchona bark from 
Java to Europe for September have 
been heavier than those for any Other 
month so far this year with the excep- 
tion of those for August and the largest 
outside of that month, since September 
of last year, there has been no incentive 
for purchasing either the bark or the 
salts within the week. On the con- 
trary, reason for a further withholding 
of contracts and orders for the salts 
has been furnished within the interval 
by continued weakening of the Amster- 
dam and other European markets, 
Which have suggested a possible low- 
ering of manufacturers’ prices at some 
time within the not distant future, un- 
less the growers again decide to curtail 
exports of the bark, as they did so suc- 
cessfully as to reduce shipments by al- 
most one-half during January, and at 
least one-third during February, March 
and April. The September’ exports 
from Java have amounted to 1,692,000 
Dutch pounds, as compared with 2,106,- 
900 pounds for August, 1,580,000 pounds 
for July, 1,636,000 pounds for June, 
1,378,000 pounds for May and _ 872,000 
pounds, 812,000 pounds, 922,000 pounds, 
respectively, for April, March and Feb- 
ruary of this year. Both foreign and 
domestic manufacturers, however, have 
continued to hold their prices very firm- 
ly on the bulk bas’s of 19%c. in 100-ounce 
tins. Outside lots of old German sul- 
phate, however, have been offered as 
low as lic., but have generally been 
available at 17%c. and 18c., while com- 
paratively new German salts in second 
hands have been quoted at 18c. and 
I8%c. Both Java and Amsterdam qui- 
nine have been obtainable from second 
hands at 18@19c. Few new contracts 
have been booked by the manufactur- 
ers at their quotations.

Miscellaneous. 

CANTHARIDES.—A further upward 
movement of prices for the Russian 
variety has been recorded in the pri- 
mary markets abroad and this addi- 
tional stiffening of quotations there 
has been reflected in the local market 
to the extent of raising prices 2c., the 
revised asking figures being 82@s85c., as 
to holder. The powdered grade is also 
very strongly maintained at the same 
figures and the Chinese grade known 
commercially as blistering files has 
also been in moderate demand at the 
unaltered prices of 36@87c., while the 
Chinese powder has been firmly held at 
42@47c. 

COCOA BUTTER.—An increasing de- 
mand has been noted for this commod- 
ity within the week due to the re- 
entrance of the confectionery manufac- 
turers into the market for cOmparative- 
ly large quantities. These consumers, 
together with the massage and other 
toilet article manufacturers, producing 
products in which this commodity is 
one of the principal constituents, have 
bought so extensively as to keep spot 
stocks rather low, despite recent ar- 
rivals. Prime grades in bulk have con- 
tinued to be offered at 32c. and 33c., 
while superior brands have been well 
maintained at 36@38c. For wrapped 
fingers in 12-pound boxes prices have 
been firmly held at 36c, and 37c. Recent 
arrivals at the local port have included 
29 bales and 60 cases from Rotterdam. 

COD LIVER O1L.—Though there are 
still a few 10-barrel lots of the old oil 
available in the local market at $22, 
there is no new medicinal oil to be ob- 
tained here at less than $22.70, as the 
refiners in Norway are holding firmly 
to a basic figure of $17 f. o. b. Norway 
for their stocks. Until the spring of 
this year a duty was imposed on the 
tin-lined barrels in which the oil was 
sent from the country of production to 
this market, but with the removal of 
this tariff, importers of the oil have 
been able to figure more closely on the 
prices which they must ask here in or- 
der to make a moderate margin of 
profit, and they are now inclined in 
many instunces to shave off 3) cents 
from the $6 usually added to the f 0. b. 
Norway price as the cost of importa- 
tion. Hence the quotation of $22.70 for 
some brands in the locai market when 
these brands are quoted at $17 in Nor- 
way. While some brands of new oil 
are thus offered at $22.70, others are be- 
ing held at $23, and even up to $24. 
An increasing purchasing movement 
has been noted within the week at 
these figures, as the approach of cold 
weather has stimulated materially the 
demand for emulsions and other prepa- 
rations of the oil, Recent arrivals at 
the local port have included 100 barrels 
from Rotterdam and 710% barrels from 
Hull. 

COLOCYNTH APPLES.—More lib- 
eral offerings of U, S. P. pulp have re- 
sulted in a shading of prices for this 
grade, amounting to 2c., which has 
made the revised quotation 18@20c., as 
to quality and quantity. The Spanish 
apples are still firmly maintained at 18 
@2ic., and the whole Trieste variety at 
20@22c. 

CUTTLEFISH.—The development of 
additional strength in the primary mar- 
kets for this boney product has been 
reflected here in further advances in 
prices asked for Trieste and both large 
and small jewelers’ sizes, which have 
been raised to 14@15c., 55@60c. and 35@ 
36c., respectively. Spot stocks have been 
reduced to very meager proportions, 
and although sales of the Trieste va- 
riety were made at the outset of the 
week at 13c., there is now none obtain- 
able at less than l4c, Sales of the jewel- 
ers’ small size have recently been made 
at both 35c. and 36c. 

ERGOT.—In response to a further 
advance in the price of the Russian 
grade amounting to 5c. in the Hamburg 
market, local holders have raised their 
quotations commensurately to $1.10@ 
.20, and have made several sales at 
the inside figure. The Spanish grade 
continues to be very firmly held at 
$1.60@1.70, according to quality and 
quantity. 

GLYCERINE.—Leading refiners have 
raised their prices on the C. P. grade 
still further within the week, and are 


_ 














now holding firmly on a bulk basis of 
20c. in drums and barrels, while re- 
fusing to shade 21c. in cans. There is, 
however, a small amount of this re- 
fined commodity in second hands, which 
may be purchased at 19%c. and 19%c. 
in bulk and at 2046c. and 20%c, in cans, 
but it is doubtful whether this outside 
supply will last much longer, as the 
absorption of spot stocks is reaching 
such large proportions as to suggest 
the exhaustion of local supplies within 
the near future. The drug trade is now 
endeavoring to contract well ahead in 
order to provide for its constantly in- 
creasing needs in this grade, while the 
gun powder manufacturers continue 
extremely heavy buyers of the dyna- 
mite grade, which is being very strong- 
ly maintained at 194%@19%c. by a 
majority of the makers, though some 
producing interests are still offering to 
sell limited quantities at 19c. In a few 
instances 20c. is being asked and paid 
for dynamite. Crude lye, which is less 
active than either C. P, or dynamite, 
is still quoted at 154%@l16c. and sapon- 
ification at 17@17%c. Recent arrivals 
at the local port have included 50 drurns 
from Liverpool, 30 casks from Havre 
and 33 drums from Hull. 

Our correspondents in Paris and Diis- 
seldorf have advised us as follows:— 

Paris, Sept, 27, 1912. 

The market here continues firm, but business 
is yet rather limited. Offers for deliveries 
throughout the remainder of this year, as well 
as for deliveries in 1913, are still few in 
number, and prices remain unchanged at 155 
francs per kilo for saponification and 135 francs 
per kilo for crude lye, new iron drums _ in- 
cluded, payment at ninety days’ sight, cost and 
freight New York. 

Diisseldorf, Sept. 30, 1912. 

The crude market here, in sympathy with 
the advanced Paris official quotation, which 
went up to 150 francs, has become very firm, 
and buyers who remain in the market are in- 
clined to pay the higher prices and are show- 
ing a little more interest. 

As expected producers are not offering as 
freely as they did hitherto, and many of them 
are out of market, while others are asking a 
premium of 24%.@5 francs above the Paris quo- 
tation So far the highest prices paid have 
been 150 franes or 117.50 marks, drums ex- 
cluded, c. i. f., near port, and it is not be 
lieved that distillers, who still cannot get the 
corresponding value for distillates, will con- 
tinue purchasing at prices which bring a loss, 

Should new buyers come into the market 
there will be a chance for better crude prices. 

GUARANA.—The recent concentra- 
tion of this commodity in a few hands 
and the increasing difficulty of obtain- 
ing more than small quantities have 
stiffened the local market again. Hold- 
ers have generally raised their prices 
l0c. from the figures quoted at the close 
of last week, and are now asking $2.35@ 
2.50, according to quality and quan- 
tity. { 
HOPS. Buying by the brewery in- 
terests is proceeding steadily and prices 
are being very firmly held at 35@40c. 
tor prime 1912 New York State varieties 
and at 25@30c, for the Pacific Coast of- 
fe rings. 

MENTHOL.—As a result of a further 
material stiffening of the primary mar- 
kets in Japan, due to the _ serious 
damage to the new crop wrought by 
the typhoon which recently visited that 
island, prices for both spot and future 
deliveries have been raised 25c, since 
a week ago. Local supplies have been 
almost exhausted within the interval, 
and holders here have been forced to 
advance their quotations on spot goods 
25c., making the revised asking figure 
$9.20@9.50. txtensive sales for torward 
shipments have also been made since 
the withdrawal of offerings for October 
shipment from Japan. The November- 
December shipment is now quoted at 
23s., and the January-kebruary ship- 
ment at 21s. It was at ‘first reported 
that the typhoon had damaged the 
Japanese crop to the extent of 20 per 
cent., but it is now understood general- 
ly that the damage has been consider- 
ably under that percentage. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—Following- 
a reduction in quotations at the outset 
of the week, due to a slightly lowering 
of the cost of silver, prices have been 
restored by all the leading manufactur- 
ers to 49\4c. in 500 to 1,000 ounce lots, 
fic. in 160 ounce lots and 42%c. in small- 
er quantities down to a single ounce. 

SANTONINE. — Scarcity of spot 
stocks has become so pronounced that 
local holders have raised their quota- 
tions 25c. more to a basis of $25@25.50 for 
erystals in bulk and to $25.20@25.70 for 
powdered. 

STYRAX.—More liberal offerings of 
the liquid grade within the last few 
days have brought about some conces- 
sions in prices, and the revised quota- 
tion is 17@20c. There continues a mod- 
erate demand and sales of case lots 
have been made at 17c. 

THYMOL.—Continued and increasing 
scarcity of the ajowan seed and of the 
finished product in the primary mar- 
kets has again been reflected in the 
local market where prices have been 
raised 10c. to $1.85@1.90. Spot stocks 
are still very scanty.

BENZOIC.-—The ex toluol variety has 
been advanced a cent to 23@24c., as to 
quality and quantity, because of the 
growing scarcity of spot stocks. ‘The 
true description, however, remains un- 
changed at 114@li2c. 

CARBOLIC.—A moderate jobbing de- 
mand continues to be noted and local 
holders continue to quote 14@16c., as to 
quality and quantity, for the acid in 
drums and 19@28c. in bottles.

JUNIPER.—A stiffening tendency 
continues to be manifested in the local 
as well as in the primary markets for 
these berries as a result of the serious 
curtailment of this year’s crop along 
the Mediterranean. Sales of round lots 
have been made within the week at 
3%c., but up to 4c, is now being asked 
for small quantities and for superior 
quality. 

PRICKLY ASH.—A moderate con- 
suming demand is still noted for these 
berries, but competition, resulting from 
the recent receipts of large stocks, has 
induced local holders to lower their 
prices 5c. to 22@25c., as to quality. 

Beans. 

VANILLA. New York operators 
have recorced an increasing absorption 
of ‘their holdings of Mexican whole 
beans and cuts within the week as a 
result of the more liberal purchasing 
by the extract manufacturers who, in 
some instances, are calling for deliv- 
eries on old contracts long before they 
are due. Full prices are being obtained 
for the 1911-1912 crop beans, which are 
of exceptionally good quality and ap- 
pearance. There remains in the Pa- 
pantla and Gutierrez-Zamora districts 
not more than 75,000 pounds of the 
1911-1912 crop whole beans out of the 
tota}, yield of 240,000 pounds and only 
a few meager lots of cuts. The curers 
ire holding prices very firmly on the 
small amounts of the old crop which 


they still hold. It is generally estimat- 
ed that the 1912-1913 crop will yield 
about the same number of beans as the 


last crop, though in some quarters it is 
considered possible that it may be a 
little short even in the numerical count. 
It is agreed on all sides, however, that 
the new crop beans will be much light- 
er than those of the 1911-1912 crop and 
will be far inferior in Quality. This 
year’s beans have averaged 50 pounds 
to the can, but those of the 1912-1913 
outturn probably will not weigh more 
than 40 pounds to the can. Arrivals 
of the 1911-1912 crop whole beans at the 
local port within the week have in- 
cluded 121 cases from Tampico. Local 
operators continue to ask $4 to $5 for 
whole beans, but have shaded their in- 
side figure on cuts to $3.50 though still 
asking up to $3.75 for some descrip- 
tions. 


OIL PAIN 


Bourbons manifest an easier tendency 
in the Paris and other French mar- 
kets, principally as a result of recent 
heavy arrivals of the new crop offer- 
ings at Marseilles, but it is believed 
that the moderate lowering of vrices, 
which has already occurred in these 
markets, will soon stimulate buying 
operations to such an extent as to 
stiffen quotations again toa noteworthy 
degree. A large part of the recent de- 
pression of the French markets has 
been the result of manipulation by the 
big operators, who have purposely 
weakened these markets in the hope of 
forcing the curers to lower their prices 
on the new crop beans. Arrivals at 
Marseilles to date include some large 
lots of new crop beans from the Sey- 
chelles, Comores and Nossi-Be, and a 
few lots from Bourbon and Madagas- 


car. The new crop has proved 1 little 
larger than that of last year. Local 
operators continue to hold prices of 


Bovrbon firmly at $3.50@3.75, as to qual- 
ity and quantity.

This kind of talk rather excited the growers 
for a time, but now they realize it is money 
they want, not talk and they are ready to sell 
at prices which they laughed at one week ago. 
With growers in many places distilling a sec- 
ond cutting and dealers with stocks on hand 
enough to run them until February it will not 
surprise me any to see peppermint make quite 
a decline. Most dealers have been careful 
not to stock up in the West on any $2.70 oil 
because that has been a danger mark for some 
time.

after a long period of liquidation and 


economy, which has materially clean- 
ed shelves of manufactured surplus 
holdings. The industrial demand for 


fuel is well maintained and if this is the 
best barometer of manufacturing ac- 
tivity, the outlook could hardly be bet- 
ter. Labor disturbances are gradually 
becoming of minor significance, while the 
demand for labor is rapidly increasing. 
likely to 


Car shortage difficulties are 
cause temporary dissatisfaction, but 
many buyers have prepared for just 
Such a contingency and are not worry- 
ing about the consequences. Money 
rates will probably display a season- 
able advance during the crop moving 
period. The only blue spot is in the 
foreign situation, and that at present 
is confined to the Balkan peninsula. 
Security prices have been well sus- 


tained during the past week, although 
trading has lacked aggressiveness, and 
the market has been more of a waiting 
affair. The improved business outlook, 
however, has created a feeling of con- 


fidence in future prices and many 
financial interests look for a_ higher 
level before the turn of the year. 


Business of the American Can Com 
pany continues to break records. Sep- 
tember was the best month of this 
year, and August was the best previous 


to that. October, judging from the 
business thus far, will undoubtedly 
break all records. The company is sell- 


ing a greater volume of goods at pres- 
ent than ever in its history. With the 
coming record fruit crop, there is no 
doubt that the Can company will show 
earnings far above any previous year. 
It is estimated at present that the 
annual report for 1912 will show be- 
tween 16 per cent. and 17 per cent. on 
the preferred stock, or between 11 per 
cent. and 12 per cent. on the common 
after the annual 5 per cent dividend 
on the preferred is paid. It is stated 
that there has been no change of the 
plans of the directors of the American 
Can Company to increase the preferred 
dividend to 7 per cent. in December and 
to begin payments on the back divi- 
dends, These will be paid in cash, and 
not, as rumored, in bonds. The com- 
pany has the greater part of its new 
construction finished and paid for, and 
work now going on is only that which 
is necessary to keep up to the demand, 
Two warehouses and one factory are in 
the course of erection, which will give 
the company three factories on the Pa- 
cific coast, which part of the country 
is looked to provide an enormous vol- 
ume of business in the future. 

Although the month is young the re- 
turns to date indicate that it is not un- 
likely that October will prove to be a 
record month for the International 
Nickel Company. The large business 
being dene is generally distributed, re- 
flecting the improvement in the steel 
industry and the general improvement 
in industrial affairs. 

The Diamond Match Company has 
declared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 1% per cent., pavable December 16, 
to stock of record November 30. 

The E. I. du Pont de Nemours Pow- 
der Company is sending a circular let- 
ter to holders of its 4% per cent bonds 
Which gives important details of the 
two new concerns which have been 
formed in accordance with the dissolu- 
tion decree handed down some months 
ago by the United States District 
Court of Delaware. The first corpora- 
tion is named the Hercules Powder 
Company, formed under Delaware laws 
with assets approximating $13,000,000. 
This concern will issue $6,500,000 6 per 
cent 10-year income bonds, redeemable 
ut 102 per cent. and interest. Esti- 
mated earnings are three times the an- 
nual interest charges of $390,000, al- 
though the interest on this as well as 
the second company will be guaran- 
teed by the E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
Powder Company. The second concern 
is the Atlas Powder Company of Del- 
aware, with aggregate assets of about

BAYBERRY.—A falling off in the 
demand and increasing accumulations 
of this wax have combined to weaken 
the local market still further, and, as 
a*result, holders have lowered their 
prices another cent, making the revised 
quotation 36@37c., as to quantity. 
CARNAUBA.—Outside of an active 
demand for the flor, No. 3 regular and 
chalky grades, the Brazilian group ap- 
pears almost neglected. Prices, how- 
ever, are being very strongly held on all 
offerings here, and, for the three grades 
mentioned above quotations have been 
elevated again, flor having been raised 
a cent to 59@60c., while No. 3 regular 
has been marked up a half cent to 
36@36%c., and No. 3 North Country 2 
cents to 39@40c,. Spot stocks continue 
very limited and _ there are only 
meager offerings from the Hamburg 
market. The primary markets in 
Brazil report none available in those 
centers except for December-January 
shipment. 
JAPAN.—Some reflection of the re- 
cent destruction of crops and supplies 
in Japan, due to the typhoon which 
visited that island empire, has been 
found in that country’s primary mar- 
kets, but to date there has been no 
commensurate marking up of prices 
here. Latest advices from Japan quote 
nearby shipments firm at 43s., the vir- 
tual equivalent of 105%c. 
PARAFFIN.—An advancing ten- 
dency continues to be noted in the lo- 


cal market for crude grades and for 
both domestic and foreign refined de- 
scriptions, and offers to sell at pres- 
ent quotations are subject to immediate 
withdrawal in view of the expected 
higher prices. Recent arrivals at the 
local port have included 240 bags from 
Rotterdam. Clearances from the local 
port within the week have amounted 
to 4,968,303 pounds, as compared with 
3,357,925 pounds for the previous week,

European Glycerine Situation. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 

Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, at 
Hamburg, Germany, gives some very in- 
tersting data regarding the glycerine 
market in Murope, as follows:— 

It is estimated that the total European pro. 
glycerine is between 80,000 and 
1910 the exports to the United 
States amounted to perhaps 20,000 tons and in 
1911 tg about 18,000 tons. Up to July 1, 1912, 
the exports to the United States this year have 
amounted to only about 4,000 tons. 

The belief has been confirmed that the sup- 
ply of glycerine exceeded the demand during 
i910 and 1911, and that American importers 
bought considerably more than was necessary 
for use in the manufacture of, explosives 
utilized in the construction of tunnels, rail- 
ways and other similar works. In Europe, 
also, there has been a marked decrease in the 
sale of glycerine, owing to various causes. 
Since January 1, 1910, the Simplon Tunnel hag 
been completed, a work which absorbed large 


duction of 
90,000 tons In 


quantities of glycerine, and there has been 
considerable diminution in the demand from 
Switzerland, where glycerine is used largely 


also for tunnelling purposes, Furthermore, the 
glycerine market has been depressed by the 
successful introduction of explosives less dan- 
gerous than those in which glycerine is used so 
largely—chiefly nitrate of ammonia, which is 
manufactured principally In Norway. It is es- 
timated that 30 per cent. of the total consump- 
tion of explosives is now represented by the so- 
called safety explosives. 

To the foregoing natural causes of the low 
range of prices may be added the considerable 
speculation in glycerine, particularly in Eng- 
land and America. In Engtand there are large 
operators who buy and sell chiefly in accord- 
ance with the demand or requirements in the 
United States, and there is almost as much 
similar speculation in America. 

Large stocks of glycerine are being held on 
both sides of the Atlantic and there is no ex- 
pectation of recovery in values for the present. 
Producers find a difficult and restricted sale for 
their goods, and prices, as compared with those 
that prevailed during 1910 and 1911, have de- 
clined $11.58 to $13.51 per 220 pounds, or be- 
tween 30 and 35 per cent. An influence favor 
able to ultimate recovery in prices is the fact 
that the production of crude glycerine from the 
soap mills, especially in Svuathern Europe, has 
been much less than in the two previous years, 
because oil manufacturers have found more 
remunerative prices for their oils in their nat- 
ural state. 

In Northern Europe, chiefly England, the pro c 
duction of glycerine has been fully up to pré- 
vious years, and one firm is said to hold a 
stock of 4,000 to 5,000 tons. Large holders 
come in the market with tenders from time to 
time and buy certain quantities in an endeavor 
to defend their holdings and prevent their de- 
cline, thus causing fluctuations. There is now 
a general expression of opinion that nitrate of 
ammonia has reached the bottom price at which 
it can be produced and compete against nitro- 
glycerine, and that more stability may be ex- 
in the future in the ruling values of 
each commodity. Exports of nitrate of am- 
monia from Germany have increased as fol-

Advices received by the Commerce De- 


partment from Valparaiso gives some 
world’s con- 


information regarding the 
sumption of nitrate and the output of 
that product in Chile during the last 


year. 

The statement is made that the world’s 
consumption of nitrate in the last year 
broke the record of 36,000 tons and ex- 
ceeded the production for that year. The 
information is also given that there has 
been apparently a decline in the con- 
sumption of nitrate of soda in the United 
States during the past three years, while 
other parts of the world showed in- 
creases. The total consumption in the 
world is given at 2,460,000 tons, of which 
Continental Europe took 1,711,400 tons and 
the United States 503,000 tons. This is a 
sharp falling off in the amount taken by 


the United States compared with 1910 
and 1911. Regarding the business pros- 
pect in the nitrate trade this report 


says:— 

The outlook for the nitrate business prom- 
ises exceptionally well both in price and con- 
sumption, The past nitrate year ending June 
30 was prosperous, with a _ production of 
2,469,000 tons, against 2,459,000 tons for the 
previous year, and on a rising market of fully 
10 per cent, for the year. With the new ni- 
trate works to be opened it is estimated that 
the output for the nitrate year ending June 
30, 1913, will show a marked increase, since the 
visible supply on June 30, 1912, was 35,000 tons 
less than at the same date last year. 


This report states that:— 

The latest surveys and estimates indicate 
that the nitrate deposits of Chile are suffi- 
cient for several generations at least, even at 
an increased production, since new processes 
and machinery are being employed by means 
of which most of the old caliche can be worked 
with nearly as good profit as when first 


worked.

United States Best Market for 
Turkey Licorice, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 
A report on the trade in licorice of Tur- 
key has been received at the Commerce 
Department from Consul-General Horton 
at Smyrna, in which the statement is 
that “the United States is probably 
the best buyer of this product, taking 


from the entire Near and Middle East, 
according to the best informed sources, 


made 








years, The declared export returns of 
this oflice show that over 15,000 tons of 
licorice root and paste were shipped to 


the United States from Smyrna during 
1910, representing a value of $573,746, but 
the depressed business conditions of 1911 
were refiected in the licorice exportation 
to the United States, which decreased last 
year to $137,848. There is no doubt that a 
large surplus carried over from last year 
is now on hand in local warehouses, 
thoug!: it is impossible to secure any ac- 
eurate information on this point. The 
trade in licorice, so far as Smyrna is con- 
cerned, is practically in the hands of one 
iirm,”’ 

Regarding the preparation of licorice 
root for the markets and comments on the 
use of the product, this report says:— 

The manipulation of the root is very simple. 
It is gathered into piles by the laborers and 
left to dry, then made into bales, in which 
form it is shipped. The Smyrna exporters also 
have a plant in the interior for making licorice 
paste. The Asiatic habitat of licorice is 
chiefly Syria, Mesopotamia, etc., and may be 
stated in broad terms to lie along the fortieth 
parallel of latitude or below it. Vast regions 
in the valleys of the Tigris and Euphrates are 
prolific in the plant, but are at present unex- 
ploited on account of lack of communication. 
Tthe licorice root gathered in Syria is brought 
to Alexandretta by camels, from which port it 
is shipped. 

Licorice as a drug is used to disguise the 
taste of unpleasant medicines, as a_ coating 
for pills, and is also said to have a mild laxa- 
tive action. Dark beers, such as stout and 
porter, generally contain licorice. The French 
put it into non-alcoholic drinks served in cafes. 
In Egypt and India it is used in the manufac- 
ture of sherbet. In America licorice paste is 
used in enormous quantities to sweeten chew- 
ing tobacco, and it is also supposed to enter 
into the manufacture of various brands of 
chewing gum.

French Olive and Wine Prospects, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 


Consul-General A, Gaulin, at Marseilles, 
sends to the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce a statement covering 
the olive and wine prospects in France 
for this year, as follows:— 

There is every indication of a large olive crop 
this year in the Provence and Languedoc re- 
gions, particularly in the Var and Gard depart- 
ments. The outlook is less promising, however, 
in Corsica. It may be stated in this connec- 
tion that an important oil mill (Huoleries de 
Bologne) was recently erected at Ile-Rousse, 
between Ajaccio and Bastia. This is the first 
modern plant of the kind established in the 
island, and it is expected to contribute ma- 
terially to the extension of the Corsican oil 
trade. 

According to a recent statement of the Fed- 
eration of Wine Growers, the wine crop in 
Southern France will be at least equal to that 
of last year, in spite of a reduced production 
in the Aude and Pyrenees Orientales. A larger 
yield than during the past two years is prob- 
able in nearly all the other wine-growing sec- 
tions of the country. 
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Petroleum Trade of Russia, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 
A special report on the petroleum trade 
has been received at the Com- 
merce Department from Consul General 
Snodgrass, at Moscow, dealing particu- 
larly with the prices of petroleum, or as 
it is called in Russia, naphtha, according 
to the latest quotations in the markets 
of that country. Mr. Snodgrass says that 
the price of naphtha on the Moscow and 
Baku exchanges has shown a very con- 
siderable increase during the last few 
weeks. He adds:—

poods (28,116,000 barrels) in 1909. Therefore, 
there is a decrease of production of 4.98 per 
cent., as compared to that of the previous year, 
notwithstanding the fact that the number of 
wells in operation was increased. It is said 
to be an established fact that the yield of 
naphtha in Baku is decreasing; in 1911 the 
daily output per well was 536 poods (sixty-four 
barrels); in 1912 it is only 484 poods (fifty- 
eight barrels). 

Great hopes were set on the wells at Grosny, 
where the production has been greatly increas- 
ing since 1908 and showed the following fig- 
ures:-Nineteen hundred and eight, 52,058,895 
poods (6,249,567 barrels); 1910, 74,048,358 poods 
(8,889,359 barrels); 1911, over 90,000,000 poods 
(10,800,000 barrels), which gave reason to ex- 
pect that the production in 1912 would be more 
than 100,000,000 poods (12,000,000 barrels). 
These expectations, however, were not realized. 
During the first six months of 1912 there were 
only 32,643,000 poods (3,917,160 barrels) of 
naphtha produced in Grosniy, as against 
27,869,000 poods (4,544,280 barrels) during the 
same period in 1911. If this condition con- 
tinues to the end of the year the general pro- 
duction of naphtha in 1912 will be 15,000,000 
poods (1,800,000 barrels) less than in 1911, 
which means a further increase in price. 

The producers of naphtha are not afraid that 
its almost prohibitive price will cause a de- 
crease of the demand for the same. The re- 
vival of the metallurgical industry, the good 
erop which is expected to cause a revival of 
the general industry, the colliers’ strike in Eng- 
land—all these are facts which do not admit 
the possibility of the being sup- 
planted by coal. 

In view of the disadvantage which this 
scarcity of fuel presents to Russia's industry, 
it has been suggested that the government 
place new territories at the disposal of private

Castor Seed, 

The El Dorado Oil Works protested 
against the assessment of duty on a con- 
signment of castor seed, which was re- 
turned by the collector for duty under 
paragraph 266 of the tariff act of 1909. The 
importers claim that allowance should be 
made for certain impurities in the seed, 
eonsisting of dirt and other non-oleagi- 
nous substances. The certificates of analy- 
sis filed with the protests are not sup- 
ported by any testimony and were there- 
fore excluded.

Antwerp Chemical Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Antwerp, Oct. 3, 1912. 

It keeping with the general state of trade 
the demand for chemicals is fairly active, and 
there is a considerable bulk of business doing 
for deliveries over the following year. The gen 
eral trend of prices is rather in an upward 
jirection, 

Bleac hing powder is unchanged for this 
year’s delivery at 12 francs; prices for 1913 are 
yet undecided, but higher quotations may be 
expected, 

Sulphate of copper is dearer at 64.50 francs. 

Prices are firm for potash, caustic 88-90 per 
cent, at 56.50 francs and carbonate 90 per cent, 
at 39.50 francs, 

Arsenic is scarce and prices firm at 49@50 
francs. 

Acetate of lime are quite firm at the current 
quotations, and all other acetates are in sim- 
ilar firm position, 

Yellow prussiate of soda and potash are ac- 
tive, respectively at 92 and 160 francs, 

Green copperas is selling freely. 

Borax is steady at 42.50 francs. 

Sulphur is rather dearer. 

Lead salts are all higher.

Chemical Industry of Russia 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 11, 1912. 


The Commerce Department has received 
an elaborate review of the industries of 
Russia during the past year, in which 
some attention is given to the produc- 
tion of chemicals in that country. Among 
other things shown in this review is that 
the chemical industry of Russia was 
“created by the adoption of a system ot 
prohibitory tariffs on foreign chemicals 
twenty years ago.’’ Chemical works were 
generally built near large industrial cen- 
ters, Where in many instances raw mate- 
rials were not produced, and such ma- 
terials have often been imported and to 
a certain extent the chemical industry 
of that country is dependent upon such 
importations. 

Attention is given in this report to the 
concerns producing sulphuric and other 
acids, sulphates, soda and chloride of 
lime. Regarding these industries, the re- 
port says:— 

The production of sulphuric acid, increas- 
ing every year, in 1911 reached 14,000,000 
poods. Eight sulphuric acid works are oper- 
ated on a system of contracts, four of them 
according to the system of the Tentelev 
«hemical Works. The importation of sul- 
phuric acid is now rather incidental. ‘The 
works situated near the Black Sea and the 
Zaltic Sea use pyrites from Asia Minor and 
Portugal; those nearer to Moscow and on 
the Volga pyrites from the Ural. The Ural 
pyrites are excellent, but transportation to 
the Baltic Sea is too expensive, and in St. 
Petersburg the Ural pyrites are twice as 
dear as those from abroad, 

The vequirements for azotic and muriatic 
acids and sulphates are, on the whole, cov- 
ered by the home production, as is the de- 
mand for soda, In 19iv the Russian works 
produced up to 7,800,000 poods of ,calcinated 
soda and bicarbonate of soda, as well as 
caustic soda, showing an increase of 500,000 
poods over the production of the preceding 
year. While the sulphuric acid works are 
distributed in the consuming districts, the 
soda producing works are, on the contrary, 
situated nearer to the places of production 
of the raw material (salt mines), as in the 
Provinces of Perm and Viatka, and in the 
south in the Province of Ekaterinoslay. 

The peculiar position of the Russian chem- 
ical industry is clearly shown in the soda 
trade. The soda producing’ works are sit- 
uated at the place of production of the raw 
material, about 1,000 versts (verst equals 
4,500 feet) from the places of consumption, 
so that the expense of freight is high in 
comparison to the cost of the product at 
the works. The nearer the works are to the 
sea the dearer is the Russian product and 
the cheaper the foreign product forwarded 
by sea. From this it Is clear that the home 
industry could not sell its products on the 
western and northwestern borders if it were 
not supported by the tariff; the price of the 
products at the place of production is almost 
equal to the price of the foreign goods, 

This is true also in regard to the chloride 
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of lime industry, which has acquired a firm 
footing. The price of chloride of lime at 
the works is about 1 ruble per pood ($1.42 
per 100 pounds), or less than the duty ex- 
acted (1.15 rubles per pood, or $1.64 per 100 
pounds), but the freight amounts to about 
50 per cent. of the seiling price. Therefore 
the cost of chloride of lime at the Baltic 
ports is su high that it would not be able 
to compete with the foreign product without 
the protection of the tariff. In 1911 there 
were produced about 1,500,000 poods of chlo- 
ride of lime, while the imports amounted to 
only 20,000 poods,

Under present 
conditions Normal demand for sulphate 
would send prices upward, but the 
slow demand at present experienced is 
causing spot goods to undersell ship- 
ments. Inereased cost of transporti- 
tion and difficulty in obtaining tonnage 
hold the future market firm. Spot 
goods have been available at $3.29 and 
nearby delivery is held at $3.30@3.33, 
and this quotation also may be worked 
for the early part of 1913. A repors 
from London says that the demand for 
sulphate hac not been so active dur- 
ing the past week. Buyers are le 
doubt holding off as much as possible 
in the hope that prices may shade ofi 
more substantially. Evidertly the mid- 
September spurt in prices was a little 
premature Current London busiliess 
is being done at L14 10s., and the 
prices for forward delivery are given 
us £14 12s, 6d. for delivery up to the 
end of tae year, With £14 15s. to LLt 
lis. 6d. for January-June next year 
Liverpool reports the market as being 
quiet and easier at £14 138s. 9d. per 
ton, f. o, b., for good gray, for prompt 
in doubles. Manchester gives its 
prompt price in singles as about £14 
i2s. 6d. It is noted by one correspond- 
ent that much of the lower-priced 
sulphate is only quoted by second-hand 
sellers—makers standing firm The 
total shipments to end of August from 
Great Britain are given as 182,249 
tons, against 190,815 tons for the cor- 
responding period of last year, Japan 
took 6,708 tons of this, as against 5,813 
tons last year, and Java 3,432, against 
6.591 tons, German exports to the end 
of July are given as 50,420 tons, 
against 61,596 tons. It is clear that 
farmers are beginning to pay more at- 
cention to the usefulness of this fer- 
tilizer, and Aaome consumption is no 
doubt being stimulated by the effec- 
tive and persistent propaganda put in 
by the Sulphate of Ammonia Commit 
tee, Production shows every sign of 
expanding, and the numerous cok« 
oven extensions should be noted. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Trading in 
nitrate of soda continues quiet, but 
prices are a little firmer and spot goods 
cannot be secured below $2.25 per 100 
pounds. Freight rates are growing 
firmer instead of receding, and this is 
having an effect on prices. Shipments 
are quoted at $2.55@2.57\% for the bal- 
ance, with the outside figure asked for 
1913 delivery. Deliveries to the United 
States in September are given as 28,000 
tons, as compared with 39,000 tons last 
year. Deliveries in Europe for Sep- 
tember were 78,000 tons, against 72,000 
tons last year. A report from London 
says that the mid-monthly estimate of 
September shipments to Europe has 
been expanded to 173,000 tons, and as 
98,000 tons had sailed up to the 15th 
inst. last year’s figure of 186,450 tons 
will be largely exceeded in spite of 
the Chilian national holidays, Vessels 
are arriving out freely from British 
and Australian coal ports, and the gap 
left in exports by recent short exports 
will be rapidly filled during the next 
three months. The European port de- 
liveries are stated to have been the 
same in the first half of thisemonth 
as in the corresponding period last 
year, Antwerp in particular distin- 


guishing itself by delivering 50 per 
cent. more nitrate, the stocks of which 
at the beginning of the month were 60 
per cent. less. Arrivals by steam are 
on uw considerable scale, and several 
large cargoes due by quick-sailing 
French ships will help to replenish sup- 
plies, The market is nominally firm, 
put completely stagnant. ‘Ine steamer 
Dorethy, carrying 1,500 tons of nitrate 
to the local market, caused some ap- 
prehension in the local market be-

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
Reports from this market indicate no 
change during the week, Sellers are 
holding a little firmer views regarding 
tankage, as demand has increased in 
several quarters. The market for blood 
and tankage in general, however, is 
described as quiet. Quotations remain 
at $2.75 for dried blood and $2.60 and 10 
for tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—Fish scrap is held 
steady in the face of moderate de- 
mand by the fact that reports from 
fishing quarters show a decline in the 
cxutch, and thus indicate a smaller sup- 
ply of fish scrap.

conditions are reported for the ma- 
jority of items. The natural dyestuffs 
are not gaining ground, and expansion 
in the trade is confined to the manu- 
factured products. Prices are steady 
in most cases, and as large consumers 
are receiving supplies on old contracts 
present fluctuations affect only the 
buvers of small lots. Prussiates are 
a little freer in supply, but the bulk 
reaching the market are 
passing direct to consumers and spot 
goods remain restricted. Starches and 
dextrines were reduced in price at the 
week and buyers have 
by the lower quotations 
this week. Zine dust is very strong 
because of the high spelter market, 
and local sellers hold firmer views re- 
zarding domestic and foreign grades. 
Gambier is easier in all markets, and 
some price cutting is reported to have 
been done on sales during the week. 
Detailed reports on the separate arti- 
cles of the local market follow: — 
ALBUMEN.—There is a seasonable 
eall for deliveries on contracts and a 
fairly steady movement into consump- 
tion of both blood and egg albumen. 
Receipts of foreign selections are noted 
regularly. New business is without 
feature and sellers quote 22@32c. for 
blood albumen and 42@65c. for egg 


albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—While 
the market for aniline ofl and salt ‘s 
devoid of special features yet con- 
sumption is gradually increasing. The 
old price level is adhered to and sellers 
continue to quote 94@9%ec. for aniline 
salt and 10%@11%c. for aniline oil. 


BICHROMATES.—Sales of second 
hands are reported and contract wita- 
drawal account for a normal movement 
of bichromates, but new business in- 
volving large lots is very quiet. The 
old contract prices of 5@5%c. for bi- 
chromate of soda and 6%@7c. for bi- 
chromate of potash are stil! quoted. 

CUTCH.—Shipments of cutch from 
primary markets have shown a de- 
cline this vear compared with last year, 
but a fair demand is reported in the 
local market. Sales of baled and boxed 
ecutch were reported. Prices remain 
at 4%@6c., according to quantity and 
seller. 

DEXTRINE.—At the close of last 
week a_ ten-point decline was an- 
nounced in dextrines, the easier posi- 
tion of the corn market being the rea- 
son given for the decline. Trading 
during the week has been fairly good 
and offerings are now made on a basis 
of:—Dextrine. $3 in bags, $3.11 in bar- 
rels: special dark canary dextrine, $3.10 
in bags, $3.21 in barrels; British gum, 
$3.35 in bags, $3.36 in barrels. These 
prices are per 100 pounds f. o. b. New 
York city in carload lots. Smaller lots 
are higher accordingly. 

GAMBIER.—A report from London 
says that trading there in gambier has 
been very quiet and prices are showing 
signs of weakness. Offerings have been 
made at 24s. 9d. per ewt. for spot goods 
and futures are also lower, with good 
marks selling as low as 22s. 6d. for 
October-November, Cubes have sold 
in a small way at 42s. per cwt. The 
lecal market reflects the condition re- 
ported ahroad, and while considerable 
interest has been shown in the future 
market, spot transactions have been 
rather quiet. Prices likewise follow the 
foreign trend, and quotations have not 
been firmly maintained, as 5c. is re- 
ported to have been accepted on for- 
ward nositions, although the market is 
quoted at 5\e. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—This 
market has not changed in the interval. 
and conditions as lastreported still hold 
true. Jobbing trade is good and with- 
drawals on existing orders are season- 
able. Quotations are held at $1.30@1.50 
per 100 Ibs. in barrels and $1.40@1.60 
per 100 lbs. in kegs. 

INDIGO.—There is scarcely any in- 
terest in natural indigo on the local 
market.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 16, 1912. 

The week in Kentucky districts was without 
noteworthy feature, there being the usual 
amount of work completed. The Wayne coun- 
ty district, lower Kentucky, furnished four 


new producers to the week’s new production, 
all being of medium caliber and within the es- 


tablished lines. Although more than the usual 
amount of advance work is under way in this 
the leading field of the State, slow progress 
has been made lately in extended production, 


and quite a number of failures has been regis- 
tered in some of the extensions. Developments 
along the Wayne-McCreary border are grad- 
ually proving an extension in that direction, 
late results being of a most encouraging na- 
ture. A prolific district has already been 
proven in McCreary county, which is now 
closely connected with the deevloped area of 
lower Wayne county by a series of tests. 
Among other counties contributing to the 
week's new production is Lawrence county, in 
northeastern Kentucky, where a new well has 


a yield of fifteen barrels daily. This is above 
the average for that territory, and is some- 
what ahead of the proven area. The Law- 
rence county field is of comparatively recent 
development, and the operators just now are 
getting a market for their production. The 
establishment of a pipe line connection is 


causing renewal of test work and more drilling 
wildcat nature is now under way than 
formerly The only established production is 
found in the Busseyville pool, which is small 
in area, Outlying tests show up favorably, 
and it is believed that the district will undergo 
a rapid extension. 

The recent forty-barrel strike in Allen coun- 
ty, Western Kentucky, is giving new life to 
developments in that direction. Because of the 


remoteness of that section from drilling sup- 
ply houses there have been many delays in 
field work, but a field of promise is slowly 
taking form and much activity will be evi- 
denced this fall and winter in attempts to fol- 
low up recent strikes.
